I have the honour to submit, in original, the analysis of publications registered during 1886 
nnder Act XXV of 1807, prepared in conformity with tho instructions contained in the Resolu- 
tion of the Government of Indin, dated 12th September 1882, No. 1 — 155, together with my 
proceedings reviewing the Registrar’s report.

Read the following letter : — 

From the Registrar of Boohs, Madras, to the Director of Fubiio InstmciioD, Madras, No. 39, dated Madras. 26tb 

May 1887. 

I have the honour to submit n brief report and analysis of the publications registered during 
1886 in the Madras Presidency under Act XXV of 1867. 

2. The entire number of works registered during the year nnder report was 030, showing 
an excess of 58 publications over the number registered in 1886, and 112 over that of tho year 
preceding, which was a year of comparative inactivity in the literary life of this Presidency. 
Of the 9311 publications, 793 came under the head of booh and 137 nnder /^eriWtcafs. Of the 
latter, 4 were legal, 4 medical, 16 scientific, 46 religions, 22 on language and literature, and 47 
miscellaneous. 

3. Of the total of registered works, 466 were original publications, 92 were translations, 
and 383 repnblications, as shown by the subjoined classification according to language

As compared with last year, there is a perceptible increase in the. publication of original 
matter, particularly in the Indian vernaculars, os well os in tramlations, and a corresponding 
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decrease in the number o£ mere rej^rints, this last item being 41 per cent, of the entire pub- 
lished literature of the year against 50 per cent, of 1885. For this falling off no special cause 
seems assignable, and probably large editions of standard works ^struck off in previous years 
have not been exhausted. 

4. Again, about 242, or 26 per cent, of the books published, are educational in character, 
showing, os compared with the previous year, an increase of but 2 per cent. The number of 
educational works fluctuates with the introduction of new books in schools and the number of 
reprints of school readers and other text books struck off in each year by the Educational 
Department, by the Christian Vernacular Education Society, and the School Book Society. 

6. The following remarks observe the order- of the subjects named in the tabular state- 
ment : — 

Art . — Since the arts have very few original works written on them in this country, I will 
mention one or two small compilations and translations. Miss Keely's lessons on domestic 
economy in English and a hand-book of gymnastics in Hindustani arc both based on English 
books and are designed for schools, the former for European and Eurasian ^rls and the latter 
for Mussalman boys. Next there is a collection of rules on the Hindu art of dancing, describing 
the various attitudes, emotions of hands and fingers and the singing of female dancers, published 
by a dancing-master. The paper on Aryan mhsic is a short lecture in Tamil on the past and 
present state of Hindu music as an art, with brief notes of some masters of music. The only 
book registered on architecture is a reprint of certain directions as to the selection of a suitable 
site and the measurements for foundations, wells, &o., and the proper positions for doorways and 
windows, together with notes on the lucky and unlucky times for commencing building opera- 
tions according to Hindu notions, 

Bwgraphy . — I can give no more satisfactory account of the literary activity under this 
head than last year. There is a short account in Tamil of the poet Kalidasa based on the frag- 
mentary information given in Sanskrit books concerning the great dramatist. The other book 
in this group on Faraday, the blacksmith’s son, is but a reprint. 

Drama . — ^The new dramatic compositions worthy of mention are, the Telngn versions^^of the 
*' Sakuntala” and " Batnavali” published by a schoolmaster, these being another attempt made 
by educated Hindus to enrich, the vemaerdar literature by tr-mslations of Sanskrit dramas. 
Besides a reprint of Kalidasa’s Sanskrit drama of ’’Malavika and Agni Mitra” there are the 
instructive legend of Savitri, the devoted wife, dramatised in Tamil for the native stage, and 
the Tamil adaptations of the musical dramas describing the popular story of Padmini, the Bajpnt 
princess, and Indra Subha, an opera brought for the first time on the Farsee company’s stage in 
Madras. These pieces and other dramas based on the legend of the Mahabharat have some- 
thing to do with the peculiar taste of the theatre-going public among natives. 

Fiction is this year no more strongly represented than in 1885, but two Telugu stories have 
come out in which narrative and criticism are combined, their aim being to urge the spread of 
female- education in India, It is satisfactory to notice also some further attempts at adaptations 
of tales from Shakespeare’s "Comedy of Errors,” "Winter's Tale,” "Merchant of Venice,” and 
" King Lear,” in Telugu. Two " Folk Tales” of the Tamil country and another of the " Old 
Deccan Days,” hitherto unpublished in Tamil and Telugu, may also be mentioned. The other 
publications appearing in the catalogues under this head are reprints of ordinary vernacular tales 
from the Sanskrit drama and fiction ; and one of these is a Tamil translation from the Sanskrit 
Hitopodesa intended for juvenile readers. 

Eiftory is not less deserted than biography in this part of India, and our deplorable poverty 
in this respect cannot he redeemed until the study of history receives more attention in our 
colleges, and until the educated men aim at historical investigations and some degree of perfec- 
tion in the art of narrative writing. All the publications registered under this head this year 
are cheap elementary books and abridgments for schools, with the exception of one on a large 
scale, viz., the Kanarese version of " A brief History of the Indian People,” by Dr. W. W. 
Hunter. Though printed in this Presidency, the credit of having brought out this work 
belongs to the Educational Department in Bombay, 

Language . — I can give a more cheerful account, however, of works under this head, as there 
are some new and important works that deserve to be mentioned, vis., an annotated edition of 
Paradise Lost, Book I, with a Life of Milton ; " Notes on Aryan and Dravidian Philology,” 
Part I, with discussions in English on the use of words ; the first South Indian edition of the 
well-known commentary called the " Balamanoramai" on Sanskrit grammar ; a collection of 
800 English proverbs in daily use; a complete "Telugu Dictionary” embracing all authorised 
words, both old and new, with their various significations and passages cited from the standard 
works on Telugu literature as examples to illustrate tie use of words — a new and important 
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feature nulcnown in tlio oH lexicon!) of (lie connliy ; n new edition of Tollcoppinm nnd nnoUicr 
ftandnrd work on Tnmil (^tnminar nnd rlietorio entitled llio " rnnehn Lnkiilinnani nnd Virnso- 
liam nnd nn cnlarpol edition of n Knnnn'oe nnd .Kn{rliii|i porkcl diclionnry for llio use of 
fcliwh, Tlie Imlk of llic other publientiono under thii head nre rciirintfi of rcliool liookn in 
dirTori'iit lanpuagei), examination text in (ho Koglirh, vcnincnlnr) nnd cinwicnl Iniigungcs, ole* 
mentarj* pwnimarr, keyr, nnd fruido!) nnd glojraries. 

Ikh'.— -A ll the piihlicationa compriFcd under (his hend nre either reprintn of old workn or 
tran'lation* or nimraarie') of the existing Acta nnd ItegiihitiniiK nnd nolcn tliercon, nnd call for no 
remarks), excepting in two nfet, rtr,, n new olition of "Ciiniiiiiglinm’n Indian Evidence Act,’* 
containing the llonourahle Mr. Ju'tife Stephena' npeech in ilic Legitlntivc Council of the Vice- 
roy explaining the object of tlic I<aw of Evidence nnd the avny in which the Indinn Evidence Adis 
intcmlcil to attain them, together with the editorV commenln nnd notes of points in which the 
Indian law ditTcn) from the English Inw of Evidence} nnd (he (init number of the Indian 
Jrrht, new series, which begins with nn illnslratcd |vagc nnd n biogrnphicnl notice of liOrd 
Sali.xbnr}*. 

M(Jichf,—Ot the IS medical works registcrwl, the following may bo sjwciiilly mentioned, 
the others being reprint/) of works noticed in previous reporti : A mnniinl of the '* Dise.ascB of 
Uic IIiepb.ant'' and of his manAgem-'ot nnd uses, avith illusimtinns; the Quarterly Joumnl of 
"Veterinary Science in India nnd Army Animal Mnnngemeiit;" "Snrvtinshiidi Ounn 
Kalp-akam," on the inedie.al j)ro]H'rlic« of plants, in Sanscrit, with Tamil and Tclugu explan- 
ations} end a Malnrnlnm trad on "Chalem nnd its Cure." 

JfiifcZ/sBroci.— Litcratnre has Ijeen enriched by romo new pnhlicationB of general interest 
in which the s.xltl nnd domestic condition of Ilindn conimiinily Is diseiiBocd nn tvoll no thoBc 
merely deslinwl for the e<!oe.ition of young people. There is first to be mentioned the 
exhaustive and eloquent addrerses to the gradmiteB of tho loc.il University by tbclntc Cbnnccllor, 
Sir 31. £■ Grant DutT, on (he educational ngencies at work'iu Southern India} nnd tlic hook of 
excellent and touehiqg "Speeches of I/ady Gnnt Duff" on female education nnd on the ques- 
tion of providing medical aid f»r (he women of this country occupies n unique position. Two 
native gndnate* nnd fchoolmastcrs, Jlcssrs. Satyanndnn nnd Hensman, have done good service 
liy Uieir Icciiint, the firrl on England and India,— (hot is, on (ho Unis’crsity life and the intel- 
lectual results of the English University system of education ns svell ns on English character, 
India’s iietds and the effiTts of English education in India} nnd the other on "Knets nnd 
Words, " or on the sterility of (he prc'cnt system of teaching tho young, urging that the 
realities or facts should be first iv3li«e(i before employing words in Ibo early stnge.s of education. 
IVsing over romc smaller pamjiblets on political, religious, nnd social reforms and widow 
marriage movement, 3Ir. J. Atlains’ "Commercial Correspondence" deserves cordial welcome 
as tbc first text book of (be kind ever publislied for tenebing nnd examination in commercial 
subject*, and tbc duties of clerks, book-keepers, and otiicrs fccking employment in public 
offices or in mercantile work. The other publications in this group nre text books of gcograpliy 
and educational journals, besides the " lloyal Colored Picture Jlook" of remarkable pliees, with 
brief accounts of remarkable jiersons and things, nnd n useful reprint of a short nccount of 
birds nnd insects that protect nnd destroy plants nnd trees in forests, nnd a guide to the Nilgin 
hills for (be UPC of visitors.. 

/’orfry.— A larger number of poems, cliicdy reprints sold in the Iwianars, have been received 
Ilian in the previons year. Tho new poems worthy of notice are the " Tnlcs of Ind ” in 
Englisli verse, n 3Inhratti version of Goldsmith’s " Hermit" in tho Aryn metro, nnd a Telugn 
book or figures of rbcloric prepared on tlio lines of the Sanscrit Chandralokn. 

/’a/iViM.— The most valuable contribution to the published literature of 1880 is a reprint 
in n single volume of Sir Alexander ArbuUinot's " Memoir of Sir Thomas Munro and selections 
from bis minutes and other official writings" previously publislied as a two-volume edition in 
16S1 in London. "India's Needs" is an English pamphlet publislied by the Christian Verna- 
cular Education Society on tho difficnlly of governing India and England’s duty to her and her 
duty to herself, nnd on the material nnd political progress of the country treated of, with pas- 
sages on social, moral, nnd religious reform ns well. Tlicrc is also another English pamphlet on 
"Village Aulononiy"byanative writer, describing tho Indian village organisation nndtho vnluo 
of this old institution ns an agency for securing a popular and ohcap administration. 

l*hilotopht/.—Hj is difficult to determine how many Hindu works registered arc purely 
philosophical os distingnisbed from religions literature. The only publications calling for 
notice are the "Gnana Vetti” in Tamil verso treating of tho Tatva system of Hindu Vedantio 
philosophy } and a Sanscrit booklet on Indian Logic. 

Heligion is the next head, comprising more than 45 per cent, of the published literature of 
the year. Tho volnmcs vary in magnitude and merit, and every religion professed in this part

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o£ India is represented in this collection.' Maliomedanism claims this jear a .larger number of 
works than usual, while the number of publications in Hinduism and Christianity shows a 
falling off. The publications under this head may be classified thus : Hindu and others, 149; 
Mahomedan, 188; and Christian, 135. . These consist, as usual, of reprints of Upahisbads, 
puranio legends, hymns and invocations to Hindu deities, and editions of the IComn and other 
tracts of orthodox Mahomedans, besides Christian publications and tracts. One noteworthy 
fact in connection with works on Hinduism is the publication of a scries of revised and improved 
editions, expositions, translations, and abstracts of standard works, this being the first attempt 
of the kind on the part of a native printer or enterprising editor. Among the new English 
tracts may be mentioned “ Short papers for young men " and a curious tract entitled the 
''Spiritual and physical analogies" maintaining that no sickness that aficcts the body is 
without its counterpart in some evil whoso seat is in the soul. The “ Peril of Indian youth " 
is a lecture by the President of the Theosophical Society warning the Indian youths not to 
rush off to Christianity or any other religion before examining their own religions books. 

Science, Mathematical . — Under this head come some useful original works. One of them 
is the “ Commercial Arithmetic," being the first of a series of commercial primers in 
which more attention is given to the readiest practical methods of Solution than to the theory 
of arithmetic. Pirst “Euclid" is an abridged edition of the sixteen propositions of Book I, 
with vernacular translations of the enunciations and easy exercises. A new compilation in 
Geometry with a brief history of this science also appears under the title of the “Student's 
Companion to Euclidian Geometry.” Under the head of Algebra may be mentioned Mr. 
CoolPs excellently-arranged “Class-book of Examples;" Mr. Cassels’ “Indian School 
Algebra" explaining the principles and the method of working examples; and -Mr. Srinivasaiah's 
Key or a collection of neat solutions of problems contained in his Rudiments of Algebra. 

Science, Natural. — There are in this group two or three elementary works on sanitation 
and the preservation of health designed for schoolboys. Of the works not intended for schools 
but for Uie general community there may be mentioned a new edition of JMr. Symonds' paper, 
which 'first appeared in the Quarterly Journal of Veterinary Science, on Indian grasses, with 
sixty-six lithographic illustrations which add greatly to the value of this compilation; an 
English translation of n Sanscrit work on the Hindu system of Natural Astrology and 
Science which is a new feature of the year ; an astrological work in Sanscrit and Telngu, 
and a Tamil work relating to horaiy questions with rules for determining the proper astrolo- 
gical times ■with reference to the position of the sun, moon, and other planets. 

Travels and Voyages. — ^As a rule few Hindus or Mahomedans travel for the sake of travel- 
ling, and hence the paucity of works of travel in the Indian languages. There are two entries 
under this head, one in English and the other in Telugu, the former being a reprint of the 
Bev. Mr. Satbyanadan's interesting description of his visit to England and of what he saw of 
English life. The Telngu pamphlet has reference to a pilgrimage to Benares. 

6. It only remains to notice the number of copyright applications registered during 1886, 
the number being 156 against 172 of the previous year. It may not be out of place to repeat 
here that the infringement of copyright in the Government Readers noticed in previous reports 
goes on with impunity, and especially in the way of close and full translations of the lessons 
in the Junior English Readers, owing to the absence of on amended copyright law and an 
international convention between British India and Eoreign States.

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It appears from the annexed statement that the number o£ publications for 1886 is far in 
advance of the average number for the ten years ending 1885 under (a) Art, History, Lan« 
guage. Law, Miscellaneous, Religion, Science (Mathematical), Science (Natural), and Travels, 
and that there is a decline under (i) Biography, Drama, Medicine, Poetry, and. Fiction ; while 
the difference in the case of the two remaining subjects, (o) Politics and Moral Philosophy, is 
exceedingly small. 
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%. It will farther be seen from the subjoined table — 
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Kumber for 1880 

212-8 
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that the number, of original publications and that of translations arc, respectively, about 100 
per cent, and 50 per cent, more, and the number of reprints 27 per cent. less, than the average 
number under those heads for the preceding ten years. It may be observed that while ori> 
ginal works and translations, which at first supply only a limited demond, are in advance of 
the average of those of the preceding ten years, it is not to be supposed that the smaller 
number of reprints which supply mostly the daily-increasing wants of schools indicates any 
decline, copies of some of the reprints numbering ns many as 100,000, 50,000 and 20,000.. 
The intellectual progress of the country cannot be properly gauged, unless the number of 
volumes published is also ascertained, as these numbers indicate with some approach to definite- 
ness the number of readers in the various branches of knowledge. When reporting at the 
close of the current year, the Registrar is requested to bear this point in mind. 

3. It may be added that most of what are colled original works appear, from an examina- 
tion of the catalogue for the year, to be mere abstracts, adaptations and imitations of the inci- 
dents related in the two great Indian Epics and the Furonas or Expositions of the Dwytha and 
Adwytha philosophy. The disinclination, which this fact shows, of Indian scholars and 
thinkers to strike out new paths for themselves, taking into consideration the vast increase 
which has taken place in the last quarter of a century in the wealth of knowledge possessed by 
the people, is disappointing. Still, there arc works which show beyond doubt that the study 
of the literature and science of the West b slowly but steadily influencing the opinions and 
character of the people, 

4. The publications of Indian works on Astronomy, Astrology and Philosophy, which 
have exercised immense influence on the national ]progrcBB and character, apart from the anti- 
quarian value of such works, have an educational value in themselves, in that, although necos- 
Biirily disseminating erroneous opinions- amongst the people, the perusal of such works excites 
the oriticbm of educated men, and tlius creates the most efficient means of exposing their 
shortcomings and fallacies. 

5. The book on "Object Lessons” intended to introduce an important change in the 
method of elementary education, and the works " Commercial Arithmetic" and "Commercial 
Correspondence,” prepared to meet the demands of technical education, may bo regarded as 
a new feature iti the publications of the year undor report. 

C. It is gratifying to observe that several very valuable additions were made to the list of 
works on Language by the publicatiou of vernacular and Anglo-vernacular dictionaries, gram- 
mars, and a work on Philology. 

7. The number of books registered (136), though less than that of the preceding year, b 
greater than the average for the preceding four years. 

8. Looking at the works under the various vernaeular languages, it is observed that Tamil 
is the most encouraging. It has original works under 0 out of the 16 heads, against 8 in 
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Tcliigu, 6 in Arninjnlam, <1 in IlindnRinni, anil 3 in Cnnnrcscj but it is nototvortby tbnt not n 
single work on Politics npi>onrcd in tbo vernacular nor a single work on Fliilosopbyt Only 
one reprint of n pbilosopbicnl work np])cnrcd in Tamil. 

In Poetical effort, Tolugu stands in markedly favourable contrast to tbo oilier vernaculars. 

It is noted that the (iroportion of works published in the vernacular languages to the total 
ntunber of publications is less than in (ho previous year : in fact, under English alone has the 
pr^rtion improved, the proportions being as follows : —

9. The Director notes the following remarks of the Ilegislmr : " It may not bo out of 
place to repeat here that (he infringement of copyright in (ho Government Readers noticed in 
previous reports goes on with impunity, owing to the absence of nn amended copyright law 
and nn intcrnationnl convention between British India and Foreign States," and trusts that 
the Copyright Bill, in which it is believed that due provision is made to guard ogainst such 
infringement, will soon pass into a law.

Press, and Registrar of Native Publications, Bombay, containing a brief review and analysis of 
publications registered in the Quarterly Oflicial CaLnlogncs for the year 1886, together with its 
accompaniment, prepared in accordance rvitb the orders contained in the Resolutions of the 
Government of India, No. 10-707, dated 20th April 1875, and No. 1-45G, dated 12th Sep- 
tember 1882. 


From G. M. Slmt, Esq., Acting Regiatrar of Native Publications, Bombay, to tbo Dndcr-Secrotaiy to tbo 
Government of Bombay, General Department, — No, 213, dated Bombay, tbo 5tb July 1887. 

In conformify with the instructions contained in the Government of India's Resolutions 
Nos. 10-707, dated 2Gtb April 1875, and 1-450, dated 12th September 1882, I have the 
honour to submit a brief review and analysis of the publications registered in the Bombay 
Presidency under Act XXV of 18C7 during 1886, with the four quarterly catalogues. 

2. The total number of works registered daring the year under report was 1,804 against 
2,023 of the previous year. This decrease of 219 works was mainly dne to the discontinuance 
of more than 20 periodicals, most of which were monthly literary magazines started eithor in 
1885 or the year before. Many of these periodicals were GujarAti, a few Mardthi, and two 
English. The total 1,804 works may Grst be divided into 1,470 books and 334 issues of peri- 
odicals, and, secondly, into 1,671 or nearly 92’6 per cent, publications in Eastern languages 
and 133 or 7*5 per cent, publications in English. Among the 1,671 works in Eastern lan- 
gui^es were included 4 19 books and 84 periodicals in Mar&thi, 373 books and 185 periodicals in 
Gujarati, 71 books and 2 periodicals in Urdu, 163 books in Sanskrit, the remaining 384 works 
being divided among the other languages of the Presidency, such as XAnarese, Hindi, MArvAdi, 
and bi-lingual, tri-lingual, and quadri-lingual combinations. 

3, Of the 133 English publications 75 were books and 58 were numbers of monthly and 

En list works quarterly periodicals. Of the former, 37 were original works 

‘ ' published for the first time, and 38 new editions, republications; 

and translations. The 75 works were cither composed or edited by 30 Europeans and 45 Natives, 
the latter number including 7 graduates of the Bombay University and a few undergraduates. 
The most noticeable works are the following ; Bdjathehhara, hit Life and Wrifingt, by Mr. 
VAman Shivram Apte, M.A., is an able and critical memoir of a well-known Sanskrit poet and 
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dramatUt whoj according to the biographer, flontished eome time between the ninth and the middle 
of the tenth century after Christ. Tlie biographer says that though Rfijashekbar’s worts are not 
o£ much literary value to the student of Sanskrit, yet they arc very uscrul to the historian and 
the geographer for the light they throw on questions connected with the ancient history of 
India. The VUcouniett Jeanne S’Arquee is a well-written tragedy describing some of the pre- 
judices of Englishmen against foreigners in geneml and the Erench in prticnlar. The Qltd- 
naturedMan and She Stoopt to G^ayasr, the well-known comedies of Oliver Goldsmith, are edited 
^ with copious and useful notes by two University graduates who, as Fellows in the Deccan 
' College, Poona, had to lecture junior College students on these comedies. Both these 
works are intended for Native students and arc highly spoken of by the educational autho- 
rities. Binduim, a lecture read in the Max Denso Hall, Karachi, by Mr, N. Gupta, is a brief 
defence of the Hindu religion praising it for its breadth of spiritnal and philosophic views, and 
its toleration not only of other religions but also of its enemies who once scrionsly tried 
to uproot it and to implant in its place their own beliefs. The lecturer says: "Hinduism 
does not stand in need of any defence. liVe may apply to it the test of that severe theory, 
the survival of the fittest, and we shall find the wonderful vitality of Hinduism. The three 
great religions of the world — Buddhism, Mahomedanism and Christianity— have oncaf ter another 
threatened to root Hinduism out of India. All these three religions have been in tnm the State 
religion of the country, bat Hinduism still remains the religion of the people." In another 
place the lecturer, however, observes : " There should be no mistake about our attitude towards 
Christianity. H we have not embraced the Church of Christ, it is certainly not because we 
cannot realise His greatness. How can we bo blind to the greatness, the unrivalled splendour, of 
Jesus Christ? Behind the Brirish Empire from which the sun never turns away his face, 
behind all the mighty powers of Europe, behind modem enlightenment, behind America, behind 
science and all its triumphs, behind new continents, behind the gigantic dominions of Bussia,— 
lies the single great personality — ^the greatest of all known to ns— of Jesus Christ. There is no 
sublimer figure in history than Christ on the cross, with that last look of infinite pi^- and infi- 
nite love, and that last prayer of forgiveness for those who knew not what thq* did. His re- 
surrection is surely no fable. He lives in Europe, and America, and Asia, and iVfrica as a King 
and guide and teacher. He lives in our midst. He seeks to levirify religion in India in all its 
ancient earnestness. "Wo owe everything, even this deep yearning towards our own ancient 
Hinduism, to Christianity. If it had not been for the light of this religion, we should have 
never known how deep we have sunk into the quagmire of superstition. The Brahmo Samaj 
movement is due to Christianity, and is one of the indications of the rerival of true Hinduism. 
Pandit Dayanand Saraswati preached the religion of the Vedas, and if it is said that he was 
not influenced by Christianity, still it must be admitted that bis movement was an indirect out- 
come of a fresh religious impulse. Christianity is fulfilling a great mission in India, but its 
highest mission is yet unfulfilled, or but fulfilled in part. That mission is the rejnvenescenceof 
Hinduism." The great want of technical education in this country has long occupied the 
attention of the people, and the Native press has often advocated in newspapers the necessity for 
introducing and fostering this branch of education among the people. Government having at 
last taken this matter into consideration several schemes have been proposed for the commence- 
ment of technical education in India. Boia to introduce National Technical Education in India 
is a small pamphlet by Mr. Dinsbdh Ardeshir giving the outline of a system of technical educa- 
tion for India and containing by way of preface a petition addressed to His Excellency the 
Bight Honourable Lord Beay and soliciting His Lordship’s kind attention to the scheme pro- 
posed. A propotal for a Eolylechuie Academy at Surat, by Mr. T. K. Gajjar, B.Sc., M.A., 
is also a rough sketch of a training college for technical education recommended to be opened 
at Surat on the lines indicated in the Resolution of His Excellency the Governor of Bombay in 
Gonncil, dated October 1885. The reason assigned for locating the proposed institution at 
Semt is that "that town affords special faciliti^ for the development of manufacturing in- 
dustries.” Bound about Bombay, by Mr. James Donglas, contains scraps of information written 
in a humorous and lively style about old places, occurrences and men in and around Bombay, 
and furnishes a few hours’ pleasant reading. Uanual of Backing and Loading Drill, and other 
eubjeeti connected rnith the tramport ofTroopt applicable to field sereiee, with numerous lithographs, 
compiled by Lieutenant-Colonel C. Hayter and Captain Harvey Kelly, seems h'kely to prove 
very useful, as the subject of transport service has received of late considerable attention from 
miUtary authorities with a view to make the service efficient, cheap, and ever prepared for 
active work at the shortest notice. Of similar importance is the small pamphlet entitled 
Practical tuggetfions for reducing the number of Native Folloaert attached to British Troops in 
peace and war, recommending either a partial reduction or the total abolition of most of the 
regimental followers, and pointing out the financial gain to be secured without the risk 
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of iiaralyfiin!» tlio Bcrvicc if llio rccommciKlttlionB bo ndoplcd. Tlio pamplilct is a com- 
petition C5«a3\ Tht VhffHo df l‘la{o, a dialogue on the Imiaorlaltly of the Soul, translated 
from Greek hy TImnias Taylor, with notes and nn explanatory' introduction, which con- 
tniiis the views of Socrates on tlio immortality of tlio soul, will be found useful by Native 
students. Seleedone from toy recent nolee on the Indian Empire, by Mr, Dinsbilli Ardesbir 
TdjIfyArkbdn, contains papers and essays nn some of the leadinp: questions of the day', such as 
Itiissia, India niid Affilidnistnii, thn armies of Native States and tbo military' rcorganixation of 
the Indian Umpire, the j«ilitic.al constitution, the Native Stales, the invasion and conquest of 
Burma, Lady Diifferin's fund for feinalo medical aid for tbo women of India, and national 
tecbnicnl education in India. Tlio work is dedicatctl, with permission, to the Right Honour- 
able IjouI Randolph Churchill, late Secretary of Stalo for India. Tlio Jteptilis of Sind is a 
systematic nccoiiiit with descriptions of all the species inhabiting tbc province, and contains a 
table of their geographical distribution in Persia, Rcliicbistdii, Afglidnistiln, PanjYib, tbc 
North-West Provinces, and the Peninsula of India gcnemlly'. The work includes the dis- 
coveries that have l>ccn made since the issue of the author's work, entitled "Tbo Vertebrate 
Zoology of Sind," in |18SI. The author ob<crvcs that during this interval a great many 
mammals (^licro-mammalin especially), birds and reptiles which were not previously known, 
have been found to inhabit the province, several in each class being new to science. The 
Journal of a viul to England in 1SS3 possesses cotisidcrahic importance, coming as it does 
from the pen of a young Chief of Kntliiiiw/ir, Uhngawnnl Sinbji, the Tliukor of Gondal. Tfic 
work is likely to be read with great interest, particularly by the Rnglish-knowing Native 
Chiefs of this country, who would natnmlly be very anxious to know what sights wero seen 
by tbc author and what imptesrions were made by them on bis mind. The journal is intcr- 
spersed with some fcnsiblo remarks here and there. 

•I. The old jieriodicals. The Indian Antiquary, The Orientalitt, The Orient, The Quarterly 
Journal of the Poona Sdrvajanil: Salhd, and tbo rccently- 
r.Eptoti p riali «. storted The Taprohanian, have been ably doing each its re- 

spective function of publishing tbc results of Icanicd research in oriental studies, or comment- 
ing on tbc acts of Government. 

5. The total number of Mardtlu books published in 1880 was 410 ogainst 487 of tbc 
Marmot t>Mt:> previous year, showing a dccrcaso of 03. Under /fr/s there 

* ' * were SI publications registered, of which 18 were parts of 

two monthly' periodicals. Both of llicso periodicals — the Shetahari and the Eneyelopeedia of 
Arte and hlanufaeturei — contain useful information, the first on the subject of agriculture and 
horticnlturc, and the second on arts and manufactures. Tbc latter contains information prin- 
cipally collected from English works on technical subjects, such ns Spons’ Encyclopedia of 
Industrial Arts, .Manufactures, and Commercial Products and others. Like " Voyages and 
Travels," the head of " Biography " is usually at a discount. Of tbo 5 biographical works, 2 
arc memoirs of Unydneshvar, a well-known poet and saint of Mnhdrdshtra founded upon writ- 
ten and traditionaiy legends. Dnydneshvar was bom in the Shdiivdhan year 1108 (A.D. 1272), 
and is said to have performed several miracles widely knowil among the people of the Deccan 
who go on n pilgrimage to his tomb nt the village of A'landi in the Poona District. The 
authors of tiicsc biographies were awarded prizes by tbc Dakshina Prize Committee. There 
arc also two biographies of another celebrated poet and saint of Mnhdrdshtra named Tukdrdm. 
Tbc poems composed by Tukdrdm arc very popular, and portions of them arc sold in large 
numbers, particularly among tbo lower classes of the pcoplo. The tomb of this saint, 
situated at the village of Dehu in the Poona District, is worshipped by a largo number of 
pilgrims. One of these two biographies of Tukdrdm — namely, that by Mr. Rdmchandni 
Vishnu hladgaonkar, a graduate— is on the whole better than the other. The fifth biographi- 
cal work is the autobiography of a teetotaller and vegetarian, who points out from personal 
experience the various. benefits derived by him from a total abstinence from meat and liquor, 
combined with industry and economy. As usual there is a fairly large number of dramas, 
which may be classified as follows : IS dramas on mythological legends intended chiefly for 
the entertainment of orthodox people ; 3 on social evils exposed by the reformed party, one 
condemning infant widowhood, another running down the persecution suffered by young girls 
at the hands of their motbers-in-Iaw, and the third exposing the mischiefs done by uneducated 
women j G represent the views of the orthodox party, four of these denouncing educated young 
men and women as licentious or vicious, one caricaturing the Indian reformer, and the sixth 
running down the so-called Indian patriot as chicken-hearted and irresolute ; 3 are on histori- 
cal events in the life of Shivdji, the founder of the. Mardtha empire; 3 describe the ill-treat- 
ment received by step-children at the hands of the proverbial step-mother ; 1 depicts the evils 
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of illicit love; Z picture a virtuous and faitMul wife; 1 dramatises the political subject of 
the forest grievances of the public, and 3 are on miscellaneous subjects. The following dramas 
alone deserve particular notice : The Sushi^ilit Stri, or the well-bred woman, faithfully and 
graphically describes the happy home-life of an educated and well-conducted Brahman pair. 
The Taruni Shihhan Ndtika is a thickly-painted caricature of female education and educated 
young men. It is prophesied in. this boob that the students of the Female High School at 
Poona will turn out thoughtless, impudent^ and vicious. The educated young Natives^w 
described as foolish and given to aping European vices and foolish practices. Of the few 
students of the High School referred to in the book, one, a child-widow, got herself re-married; 
another robbed her brother and eloped \rith a lover to join a dramatic corps that intended to 
visit Europe '; and a third obtained a divorce from her husband on the ground that he was not 
so learned as herself and did not encourage his wife in her studies at the school. The last- 
mentioned girl afterwards became a convert to Christianity. These three young women 
were respectively the widowed daughter, the second wife, and a daughter-in-law of an 
orthodox Brahman who desired to better his poor condition by educating the females of his 
household. The old man at last died of a broken heart on learning of the conduct of the 
three young women. The author of the drama, however, says in the preface that he is not 
entirely opposed to female education. What he dislikes is that women should be given an 
English education in a public school. He recommends that they should be given a home edu- 
cation like the A'ryan ladies of ancient times; which is. also the opinion of intelligent persons 
among the orthodox party. The Aranyaroiana, Ndtak, or a dmma of the Forest grievanees, 
briefly describes a few of the grievances of the people in regard to forest conservancy, and 
censures Government for the existing state of things. A hope is, however, expressed that 
good results will follow from the enquiries made by the Forest.CommisBion. The plot of the 
Guuotiarsha Ndtah, or the drama exhibiting the excellence of merit, is laid in the reign of 
Shivaji, the founder of the Maratha kingdom. Jivajipant, a staunch supporter of the early 
Mar&tha rule, showed his deep loyalty by repelling the attacks of the Moguls. At times the 
loyal Jivaji had to suffer much at the hands of the partisans of the Moguls, but at last he was 
rewarded by his liege for his valuable services. The piece is, on the whole, well written. It 
has been approved of and rewarded by the Principal of the BSiaram College, Kolhflpur. Of 
the 27 works on fiction, 6 carry with them a particular moral, one pointing out the evils of 
neglecting the moral, mental, and religions education of children ; another the great value of 
self-help ; the third describing the evils of child-marriage and incnlcating a sound education 
for children before they are married and launched into life ; the fourth illustrating the fervid 
affection entertained by an elder brother for a younger one ; the fifth delineating the folly of 
vanity, and recommending industry and economy ; and the sixth being a family tale pointing 
out the danger of giving away young girls in maniage to illiterate sons of rich parents. Five 
numbers of a serial contain small historical tales generally well written : 4 are translations or 
adaptations of English works on fiction, two of them being the numbers of a serial entitled 
iTie Kadatnbari Kaldp, or a collection of novels giving translations of Beynolds’ novels; 8 are 
love tales of varying merit ; and 9 are new editions of parts of the Arabian MghU, of the 
Sinhdtana Battithi, or the thirty-two stories of King Vikram ; Kddambari Sara, or substance of 
Efidambari, a Sanskrit prose work by the poet Bdna, and one of the best prose works on classical 
Sanskrit ; and collections of ordinary tales. The following 3 works on Fiction deserve particu- 
lar mention : Shri Pratdp Singji Chbatrapati, Mahdrdna of Udipur, is a well-executed adap- 
tation of Sir Walter Scott’s " Talisman.” ^e Fethadhdri Panjdbi, or a disguised inhabitant 


of the Panjfib, is a well-written work in which a benevolent rioh Bhatia merchant of Bombay 
is represented to have been thrown overboard, while on a voyage to China, by an accomplice of 
his younger brother, a great rake who coveted his brother's wealth. The merehant was Inckily 
saved from a watery gprave and returned after a few years to his native place in the disguise of a 
native of the Punjab. To make the coast quite clear for himself the younger brother kidnapped 
the merchanVs.young child, whose mother, afraid of ill-treatment and even danger to her own life, 
left home and assumed the disguise of a religious mendicant. The Punjabi quietly traeed the mis. 
deeds of his younger brother and saved an innocent girl from falling a victim to the lust of the 
latter. After ascertaining the whereabouts of bis wife and child, the merchant gave up bis dis- 
guise, and his vicious brother repented of his misdeeds and sought the pardon of his magnanimous 
brother, and the whole family met together to spend the remainder of their life in comfort and 
happiness. The story is well written, the interest in the different characters being skilfully 
sustained throughout the plot and some of the characters being artistically painted. The Venn 
is a family tale. With the exception of the three works mentioned below, the publications 
under the head of History are dl school-books. The Bashiyd (Russia) of Mr. Vishuu Baghu- 
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n^tli Mtii, "RA., is nn Iiistoricn) nccount of Russia in Rnropo and iior progress in Central Asia, 
said to have been collected from several English works on the subject. The book contains 
much useful information arranged under diScrent hc.ads and is well written. It is calcnlntcd 
to dispel the false and exaggerated notions prevailing in uneducated Eativo circles about tho 
extent and the miglitiness of the Russian Empire and the political character of the people. 
The author finds fault with some of the measures of tho Rritish Indian Government with rc> 
fcrcnco to Afgbdnisttin. Tiio Chronicle of Bhou SSheb is nn nccount of the Mortitlia campaigns 
from A.D. 1763 to 1761. Rlidu S&hcb was tho common or familiar nnmo of Snddshivrdo Bhfin, 
a cousin of the third I’cshwa, lldidji Rdjirdo. In 1763 Rnghuntithrdo DddlLstihcb invested tho 
fort of Kumbheri situated to the nortb*wcst of Rhnmtpur and held by n Jnt chiefs and in 1761 
tho great battle of Hniimt was fought. Krishntiji Shdmrdv Dilnurkar, tho author of tho work, 
was nn agent or manager of a rich merchant of Pandhiirpur named Vyanktippd Ndik Dindoro 
and residing in Delhi, and wrote the nccount nt the request of his roaster. Several persons are 
said to be in possession of manuscript copies of tho chronicle, which seems to have been written 
immediately after the battle of Pdiiipnl. Tlic work is edited by a University graduate and 
contains good cxplnnntor}' notes. KrishniCji Vindynk Sohnni's Chronicle of the Pethwat, being 
a bistory of the family from 1713 to 1818, edited with critical and explanatory notes, is also a 
valuable acquisition to Mnrdlhi literature. Tlic nnthor of the work was n subbeddr or governor 
of n province under the Inst Peshwa Rdjirdv and wrote tho history at tho request of a friend, 
apparently either nt the close of the Peshwd's government or nt the beginning of British rule. 
The editor of this work is the same gentleman as that of the “ Chronicle of Bhdu Sdheb." 
All the 39 works on Language are, ns usual, educational books, and may be divided into three 
classes, — namely, 8 fresh editions of books belonging to the Department of Public Instruction, 
11 small manuals written by private cduc.ationists or enterprising schoolmasters, and 20 glos> 
sarics of words occurring in the different reading-books of tho Government school series. Tho 
last-mentioned works arc generally published by low-paid schoolmnstors and sometimes contain 
explanations more difllcult than the word or phrase explained. Tliey arc, however, a source of 
considerable income to the publishers, ns they arc purchased by a largo majority of school-going 
•boys either to save the trouble of referring words to dictionoricsor to please their tc.achcrs, who 
press on them the necessity for having them and thus save their own labour of explanation. 
These so-called " meaning books " add to tho cxpcnsivcncss of tho school education, which is 
complained of as being already expensive. The publications under Aaie arc almost nil translations 
from English and call for no rcm.ark. In Medieine the Vaidyardja, or the Physician, Part I, 
is a work on domestic medicine. It is n priiiscworthy attempt to familiarise tho Mardthi-Bpeak- 
ing population with the European medical art and medicines. Native drugs prepared accord- 
ing to the native medical science arc also prescribed for some diseases. In tho class Mis~ 
eellaneottt arc to be found legendary lore from some of tho Furdns, tracts on popular astrology, 
scraps of information about the Hindu and -Jewish religions, dissertations or talcs on moral 
subjects, and lectures on diiferent popular topics of the day, &c. Mr. Simeon Benjamin has 
contributed to this class of books Fcvcral small pamphlets on useful subjects. A lecture on 
nindu religion and its fluent or olheraite for modern progrett extols the Hindu religion and 
observes that the popular form of it with certain changes is fit for modem progress. Tho 
Sadioartana, or virtuous conduct, by Mr. Govind Shankar Slidstri Bdpat, is a useful book on tho 
model of Samuel Smiles' " Character." The Punen Shahar, Bhdg 1, or tho City of Poona, 
Part I, is a tolerably well written topographical and dcscriptivo account of tho city of Poona. 
Ekd Jangal Intpeelar&ehin SdltKapnen, or the seven dreams of nn Inspector of Forests, prefers 
several complaints against the Forest Department and makes somo suggestions on the subject. 
The Bhanddri Bngdla Niruaga Grantha, or a work determining tho status of the Bbanddri caste, 
is a small work in the Ovi metre. Tlic Bhanddtis are popularly believed to bo a class of the 
Shudras, and as their sole occupation is to extract spirituous drinks from tho juice of tho cocoa- 
nut and other trees, they arc considered very low among the Shudras. The author of the pre- 
sent-work, who is himself a Bhanddri, asserts that they are Esbatriyas and are entitled to be 
classed among the Dvijas or the twicc-bom. Two small works observe that the Hindus have 
begun to see the evil effects of infant marriages and are gradually receding from tho evil cus- 
tom which promises to be soon abolished in tola, and that no legal measure should be enacted to 
prevent these marriages, as it will only exasperate the people without abolishing the custom at 
once. One small work recommends that Government should pass a legal enactment for the 
suppression of infant’ marriages. The large number (90) of works under tho head Poetrg is 
likely to mislead the reader to suppose that tho people of the Deccan are great poets j but the 
faet is that, with the exception of about a 'dozen small puhlieations, most of which are ' on un- 
important subjects, -tho puhlieations are reprints'of mythological legends or devotional verses. 
These tracts are very small and very few of them contain more than 10 pages of demi 16mo

size, "^ese are tlie common property of the people and may he printed hy anybody. They 
are very largely read by superstitious people and'often inculcate into the mind of the readers 
strange notions of Giod and saints and their power. The Shani Mahdtmya, or a description of 
the influence of Saturn, the unfavourable planet, has been printed by a large number of pub. 
lishers. These tracts or leaflets cost very little per copy, often not more than an anna or so, 
swell the number of Marathi publications, and mislead people about the progress* of Marathi 
literature. The following three works alone deserve mention here. TuMrimdehi OatM, or the 
text of Tukaram, is a well-known work containing the writings of a celebrated saint and poet 
of Mah£rdshtra, composed almost entirely in the Abhang metre. The verses are replete with 
fervid devotion to the god Yithoha of Fandharpnr, with whom the poet identifies almost every 
other god. The poems are very popular and portions of them are sold in large numbers, parti- 
cularly among the lower classes of the people. The main aim of the poet's writings is to estab- 
lish that salvation can he secured neither by good deeds, nor by virtue, nor again by know- 
ledge, hut only hy fervid devotion and constant prayer. The present edition is carefully 
edited by a University graduate. The Kutnmanjali, or a handful of flowers, is a collection of 
detached verses by a University graduate incorporating some of the beautiful sentiments of> 
certain well-known English poets. The translator has done the task creditably. The subject 
of Politia has been almost exclusively left to vernacular newspapers, and few or no original . 
works of a permanent interest have ever appeared, except a few books on local self-government. 
.Generally reprints of two old popular works have appeared almost every year,T-namely, the 
Tidurnili, or the advice of Yedur to his cousin Dhritarashtra on polity and morality, which is 
an extract from the Mahabharat Furan ; and the Shukraniti, or a system of king-craft ascribed 
to the ancient sage Shukra, and is one of the few old indigenous works'which attempt to treat 
of the art of government in a systematic manner. Of the three hooks on politics published this 
year, one is an abstract of the Vidurniti. The other two works deserve special mention. 
Stkanih Rajga vyavastha, or local self-government, is a translation of " Local Government in 
England ” by Dr. Chalmers, published in the English Citizen Series by Macmillan & Co., and 
is a valuable help to Mardthi readers to understand the principles and aims of self-government. 
The translation is made by the Honourable Eoshinath Trimbak Telang. Native India (Fart II), < 
by Sir Lepel Griffin, E.G.S.I., is a translation by a University graduate of the article describ- 
ing the present condition of the Native States of Upper and Central India that re- 
cently appeared in the Asiatic Quarterly ILeviexo. The few publications on Philosophy are 
mostly reprints of old popular works on Yedanrism. On Natural Science the following 
two works are noticeable: Elementary Treatise on Phyms, eiyterimental and applied,. Tol, II, 
Part I {Electricity and Magnetism), is a portion of a series exhibiting a laudable attempt to 
place within the reach of Marathi readere principles o^ natural science in an amplified form. 
The Tarakadarsha, or a mirror of the starry firmament, contains small maps of the starry sphere 
or sidereal heavens, very useful for a Marathi student of astronomy. The maps are accompanied 
hy directions for their use. The work is based upon Mr. Proctor's New Stars Atlas and contains 
information derived from the Nautical Almanac and other sources. The writer promises to 
publish larger ihaps for the benefit of Native astronomers provided the Native public appreciates 
his present labours.

The new periodicals are the idaraMt, or the Charioteer, a literary periodical; the Arya Shagini, or 
the Aryan sister, a literary periodical conducted by a Deccani Hindu lady and intended for the 
instruction and entertainment of Native ladies; the Manoranjan, or delightful recreation, a 


literary periodical ; the Saehehiddnanda, or the Supreme Essence, also a literary periodical ; and 
Advice for the young, a small periodical for the entertainment of boys. 


7. The total Gujrati books of the year under report were 373 against 42% of the year 
o h ir previous. Of the total number of publications 81*5 per cent. 

^ ‘ were written by Hindus, 16 per cent, by Farsis, and 2*5 per 

cent, by Mabomedans. The must interesting works of the year are noted below. The growing 
taste for Indian vocal, stringed and other inusic and for European stringed and wind instru- 
ments, has produced four works — one on Indian vocal and other music, and three on the Euro- 
pean fiddle, the concertina, &c. There are two manuals on steam-engines and boilers and one 
on the art of weaving and sizeing, these being written by professional F4rsis for the benefit of 
their fellow-workmen. This year there is only one work on Biography and that is a 
school-book. It is the third and revised edition of a translation of “ Selected Lives from 
Chambers’s Exemplary Biography " prepared for the Government Educational Department. A 
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daEsiHcatiou of ilic Gnjtnti dramas of llic }'car slioR’s ilial there were 0 publications on popular 
Ic^ndary characters from the Furdns, 11 condemning social customs or practices siich.as those 
of enforced widowhoo<I and marrying young girls to illiterate and vicious sons of rich parents 
or to bovs far younger than the girls, the vice of gambling, &c. ; 1 about Ibtjput valour and 
magnanimity; S running down educated young men end female education; and 3 love tales, two 
.of which extol woman for her unswerving love and devotion to her lover. The following two 
works alone dc.scrvc jarticular notice. The Ckamprdjhil/h ne Sonardni Ndtah, or the drama' of 
King Chfimprdjhfida and his Queen Sonnrnni, beautifully illustrates the enterprising spirit evinced 
by Rajput women to preserve their good name unsullied. Chdmprdjhddd tvas a Rajput king 
of the Rundikota Statu in Rdjputitna in Rmperor Akbar's time. At Akhar's court Cbdmprdjn 
asserted in the cotirsc of conversation between the Emperor and his courtiers that his queen was 
a chaste and virtnous lady, and agreed to be beheaded if the contrary was proved. A Mnho- 
medan nobleman of the Emperor’s court falsely represented that Sonardni was a frail woman 
and had agreed to his illicit overtures. The Rdni heard of this false accusation against her and 
went to Delhi incognUo ns a public singing girl. There she proved to the satisfaction of the 
Emperor and his court that she was maliciously traduced, and saved her own character and the 
life of her husband. Though the plot of the story is simple, the work is on the whole well 
written. Tlie J^aisdte Parneti Pitlali, or the girl Putali who was given in marriage for the sake 
of money, relates that the father of Putali, an edneated Pdrsi girl of poor parents, married his 
daughter to a dunce, the son of rich parents, in consideration of a sum of R5,000. Putali’s father* 
in*law lost almost the whole of bis fortune on the failure of a bank in which he had deposited 
his money, on the very day on which the marriage took place. Putali's superstitious mother-in. 
law attributed the min of the family to Ftttali’s bad luck and drove her from her husband's 
house. The unfortunate girl severely censured her covetous father for having rained her 
worldly prospects for ever. The talc indicates the existence of the evil practice of selling girlg 
in marriage by poor parents among the Pdrsis. In this community girls are generally married 
after they have attained the age of 15 or 1C, and the unfortunate girls who arc sacrificed to the 
greed of their parents, apparently knowingly allow themselves to be victimised in devotion to 
their parents, whom they expect to be relieved from their pinching poverty, 'ilic evil of selling 
girls in marriage for the sake of money* is not conCned to one particular community and is to 
be found more or less existing among nil people and is the banc of poverty. It is a 
circumstmee worth mention that all the dramatic works in Gujatdti, except two, are written 
by Gujrati Hindus, the Pdrsis having contributed only two. This is very likely owing 
to the fact of Hindu mythological works being) inaccessible to the Pdrsis. The Gujardti pub. 
lications on fiction maybe classified as below: 15 arc translations or adaptations of English 
novels, such os Meadows Taylor's Indian tale "Tdra" an adaptation of Mrs. Henry 'W'ood's 
"Eastliynn” (in parts), "Don Quixote ” (in parts), G . "W. M. Reynolds' novel " Kenneth," 
‘'■\''alcntinc Vox the Ventriloquist” (in parts), “Baron Munchausen's Travels;” 2 praising phi. 
lanthropy and self-help ; 4 on moral virtues or social evils such os the excellence of a chaste, 
dutifnl, and patient wife, the oppression practised by a step-mother on her step-children, 
and by a mother-in-law on her daughter-in-law; 1 a political novel ; 1 a translation of Kd- 
dambari by Edna Bbatta, one of the greatest and best works in fiction in Sanskrit literatnrc ; 
1 is a homely picture of Pdrsi family wittily describing the conduct of a Pdrsi girl, who, 
being the favourite of her parents, particularly the mother, preferred to remain with her 
parents rather than her husband, feigned sickness, and tyrannised over her brother’s wife ; and Son 
ordinary subjects. The following works alone dcscn'c special notice. Meadows Taylor^s 
popnlar Indian tale Tdrd was long inaccessible to Gujardti readers, and its present translation, 
which is well executed, is a valnablc addition to Gujardti literature. Hahhiari Baehu, or the un* 
fortunate girl Baehu, is a good adaptation of Mrs. Henry IVood’s "East Lynn," and the story, 
which is published in parts, has kept up its interest as far as it has advanced. The translation 
of "Don Quixote" is also to be welcomed as a wholesome and entertaining reading for young 
readers. The adaptations of English novels that are necessarily superior to original productions 
are mostly by Farsi translators, and it is to be hoped that Hindu Gujardti authors will take to 
similar work more largely than attempting original compositions. Naval Pehelun, aihavd Tird 
Bhirdni Beth Kalyini T&Hd, or 'Wonder No. 1, or the stoiy of Vird and Dhiid the Patriots, is 
an allegory in which the condition of India before and after the British conquest is set forth, 
and the various advantages derived by her from British rale are briefly described. The Natives 
are represented as highly loyal to Government. The invasion of India by the Russians is stated 
to have been repelled by the Native volunteers alone. England is represented as having gra- 
dually made important concessions to India, and the two countries as having approached each 
other ^ closely in social, moral, and intellectual conditions that the former made the latter an 
indej^ndent nation, which ever remembered the deep debt of gratitude and gratefully acknow- 
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ledged British snzcrainty. Tirii and Dbir& (Courage and Patience} were twin-brothers who 
rendered patriotic services to their country. All the publications on Witory are school-books, 
one o£ them alone belonging to the Educational Department, and the remaining ten owing their 
publication to private enterprise. Of the 18 publications on Language, which are all educa- 
tional, 4 belong to the Educational Department and the remaining 14 to private parties, of 
which latter 12 give meanings of words or phrases occurring in some of the books in use in 
Government institntions. These " meaning books" are published by Gujarati Hindu assistant 
masters, and this fact is due to the comparatively smaller number of Pdrsi school assistants in 
Gnjardti schools. Among the medic.al works is Pathttrahhata,cit the protector of the Quadru- 
peds, which describes some of the diseases of the horse and cattle and prescribes native medicines 
for them. The work is based upon some of the Mabomedan and English books on the veteri- 
nary art. Works of this kind are very rare, and the antbor of the book above noticed deserves 
credit for having pitied mute animals and placed within the re.'ich of their owners means of 
mitigating, if not effectually removing, their illness. Mueellaneous is a very comprehensive 
class, and in it are included publications on diverse subjects that conld not properly be put under any 
of the other heads. In this class have appeared prose translations of Hindu Putdns, works on 
astrology, copy slips, calculators useful to men of business, tracts on the native system of book- 
keeping, legends and rules about some of the Hindu castes in Gujarat^ the agricultural condition 
of Qujarat, stories of Emperor Akbar and Birbal his Bidhmnn minister, methods of teaching 
sanitation, moral pieces and other diverse subjects. .The following publications alone deserve 
special mention. Gujaratni Kheiivdiini halni ethiti, or the present state of agriculture in 
Gujarat, contains a brief description of the mode of agricnltnrc, agricnltnral produce, farmers, 
agricultural implements, manures, land-tax, &&, of the different parts of Gujarat, induding 
Eathiawar and Catch. The author has arrived at the conclusion that the land-tax in British 
territory in Gujarat is heavier than that in the Native States Of that part of the country. The 
work is a prize essay approved of and rewarded by the Gujarat Vernacular Society. Jn ettag 
on Health, and Sdrcajanik Arogga, or Public Health, are useful works, the former giving some 
sound advice on the sanitation of private residences, wholesome food, pure water and other 
necessaries for the preservation of health, and the latter furnishing nsefnl hints on public or 
municipal sanitation. The advent of works of this kind is to he bailed with joy, as they teach 
the Native public the ■ principles of sanitation, the want 'of the recognition of which is ver}* 
badly felt. The Siddhdnia Sindhu, or the Ocean of Admitted Doctrinal Truths, is the produc- 
tion of an orthodox Hindu ^ detiuled exposition of some of the social, moral, and rdi- 

gions duties of a Hiudu in the form of stories, apparently for the instruction of the rising 
generation. Bhdmini Bhushana, or an Ornament of Womankini, is from the pen of an orthodox 
learned Hindu gentleman who gives advice to Hindu women on some of their social, moral, and 
religious duties in the form of a mother advising her young daughter shortly to be given in 
marriage. The admonitions are interspersed with descriptions of the failings of illiterate and 
ignorant women in order to make the work attractive. A g^ood deal of the advice is sound and 
judicious. The Firamandala, or the Circle of Heroes, contains short accounts of several men and 
women among the Bajputs, the hlarafhas, the Sikhs and the Bengalis who were distingnishedfor 
patriotism, valour, chivalry, justice and other virtues. One of the characters highly praised in 
this work is Lakshmibai, the rebel Raui of Jhansi. The work is on the whole well writteu, but 
some of the heroes and heroines appear to be overpraised.. The free mixture of Sanskrit com- 
pounds in places which could well be Glled with simple Gujarati words is another feature 
detracting ^m the usefulness of the book. The works on Poetry may be classified as follows ; 
Annotated and unannotated editions of portions of works on legendary Pnranic lore of some of 
the popular poets of Gujarat, such as Narsi Mehta, Premannnd, Sdmalbhat, &c. ; Jain legends 
about virtuous and religions princes, princesses, and devout men and prayers to Jain saints ; 
original poetical compositions, republications of old ones praising some of the deities of the 
Hindu pantheon, dramatic songs and miscellaneous poems. None of these publications deserve 
notice except the following four : Karajiari varo Itarnir taihd iardvndrnun varnan, or a de- 
scription of the persons who make a feast by incurring debts and those who induce them to do so, 
is a small tract complaining about the evil custom extensively prevailing amongst the poor of 
giving comparatively rich feasts on marriage and other joyous occasions and at the anniversa- 
ries of their deceased relatives. The poem warns thoughtless persons that they will meet with 
certain ruin by thrir present conduct. The Triddhand rinantino Kdgal, or a letter containing 
the entreaty of an old man, is abo a small work in which an old man describes the infirmities 
of old age and laments his having neglected to perform meritorious acts when he was strong 
and hale, and invokes God to have mercy upon him. The pleasures and vanities of yontli are 
condemned and everybody is advised to do good deeds. Aujatid Satino Bde, orthe legend about 
the virtuous Anjana, is a Jain legend relating that Hannmanta, the monkey-god of the Hindu 
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in^iliolog;}', n Iinmnn bcin^ and n prince, and tras a pious believer in Jainism. lie was 
called n forester from having been born in a forest. The aeeount given here diilcrs from the 
Hindu legend in many material points. The virtuous and devout Anjanfi was IJanumanta's 
mother. The Fividia VaeltandraU, or sundry lines, are detached verses on different subjects, 
such ns Queen Victoria, Lotil Itijion, the death of Mr. Fiiwcctt, morality, truth, &c., and are ii 
creditable production considering that they arc composed by a young Hindu lady. JDuring the 
year under rcvictv the number of original jwctical productions in Oujnrdti was larger than that 
in Marathi. The single work on Polllia is Local Self-Gdvernmeul, explaining the principles 
and objects of self-government and making some suggestions in connection with (he law on 
the subject. Tlic philotojihieal publications arc reprints of old works on Vcdnntism and Jain 
philosophy. The publications on llelit/ion arc mostly prayers and hymns of Jainism, Indian 
deism, and n few other Indian sects. Yaena and J’ujiered, IranslaUil into Gujardti from the 
original Zend texts with critic.il and cxplnnntoiy notes, arc Zoroastrinn prayers. Tlic translator 
observes in tlie prefaec to (lie work : “ Tfie translation is based on the recognised principles of 
comparative philology and grammar, the lato.<;t discoveries of Zend scholars, and Professor Wcstcr- 
gnad's Zend texts. In some pknccs, however, I have prcfcrrcri to adopt Dr. Spiegel’s readings, 
which I liavc given in foot-notes. . . The most striking differences in the translations of 

the Yacna and Vispered as executed by Drs. Spiegel and C. dcHarlcz respectively arc pointed 
out in foot-notes. Besides, I have consulted the works of several oriental scholars, such ns 
Hang, Jnsti, Dnrmcstctcr, K. K, Kdma, See. To give special focility to Zend students I have 
tried to give grammatical and philologic.'il notes on some difllcult words occurring in the texts. 
The translation of (he Gdthds is not included in the present work” on account of (he dilEculty 
of the task. All the publications on Matieinaiiei are school-books and so arc the publications 
on Natural Seieitee. Of these latter the Prdni Farnan, Bhag 1 lo, or a description of animals. 
Port I, ” with pictures,” and the Manual of TAeelricilg, containing frictional electricity, mag- 
netism and galvanism, by 2Ir. Sfdnikldl Narbhentm Muxiimddr, arc useful books and afford both 
instruction and entertainment to young rc.adcrs. Of the two works on Travelt and Vogoget one 
is Her Jlost Gracious Majesty the Queen-Empress’s More leatet from lie Journal of a. JAfe in 
the Uighland*, from I£fl£-I882. Tlic Gujardti translation by a young Pdrsi Indy, Putlibdi 
Dhanjeebhoy Wadia, is well executed and neatly got up. The other publication, Pravdi Varnan, 
oranoccountofn journey, is a description in verse of the journey made by Mirza Mahdrao 
Kbengdrji, the young Chief of Cutch, in 1883, from his capital to Mahdbalcshvar via Bombay 
and Poona and back. 


8. There were 185 issues of Gujarati periodicals during the year under report against 280 
in the year previous, the large decrease having been caused by 
CnjarSti periodiesb. discontinuance of no less than 14 periodicals, most of 

which were of recent birth. Five new periodicals were published during the year under report 
and they were on diverse subject':. Of the new births Madhur Fachana, or sweet words, bss 
become very popular within a short time of its starting. Most of the contributors to the old 
periodical The Siribodha ore young Pdrsi ladies. 


0. The number of books published in TJrdn during 1880 was 71, or only 3 . publications 
Tilda veotkt number of the previous year. More than half 

were rcpublications and new editions. There were no works 
under the heads of Biography, Fiction, Law, Medicine, Politiee, Philotophg, Scieneei, and 
Voyage* and Travel*, The single publication under Art* was n trauslation of the alterations in 
the Native Musketry Bcgulations. The 14 dramatie works were small and written spceially for 
the stage, 10 of them being new editions of original publications that bad appeared in the 
previous years. The only book deserving special notice is the Mvf datum Ni*d, or a book useful 
.to women, an original prodnetion, being a guide to the religions duties of Mahomedan women. 
Books of this kind have rarely been registered by this office. The works classified under other 
heads do not call for special notice. 


10. The new feature of the year under report is the appearance of a periodical in Urdu 
TJrda •odi I*. entitled Shumtul, or the sun of the sciences, a monthly literary 

^ ' and scientific periodical started at Ahmedabad. Periodicals 

in this language have rarely appeared, and it is feared the present venture will uotTive for a 
long time. 


11. The remaining modem langnagcs spoken in this Presidency — namely, Hindi, Ednarese,

in the same backward state in which they have hitherto 

been so far as progress of literature is concerned. The total number of books published 
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n them collectively was 103 against 84» in the previous year. The following books de- 
serve notice. The 8 hooks under the head Jrls in Hindi are translations of field and other 
militnty exercises. Siri VallaUa Tild»,prathamhMg,ot the sports of Vallabba, Part l,is 
an original work containing a brief account of Vallahha, his descendants, the vaiaous works written 
by them in connection with the Vallabhi sect of the Vnishnavas, and some other matters connected 
with the sect. Yallabhn was bom at the close of the fifteenth century and had great success 
iti controversies with the Shaivos or the followers of the god Shiva. The disciples of Vallahha 
draw their doctrines -from the Bbagvata Purdn and the works of Vallahha. The Teddnia 
Satvasdra, or the essence of Vcdantic philosophy, is a small hook on popular Vedantism. It 
derives its interest from being the production of a Kdnaresc lady who has written it in Kanfircse 
verse. Kissd Hajrat Sulemdn in Arahic-Sindi gives a life and the achievements of King 
Solomon according to the Mahomedan scriptures. Gvliattd Uikmat yd Illdgal Muahin, Sindi 
Tib, or the Bouquet of Wisdom, or the Sindi Medical Book for the use of the poor people, is a 
work on Unaui or Greek medicines which are extensively used by the natives of Sind. The 
work hmng low-priced for its size is apparently intended for the benefit of the poor, Tlie single 
work on Philotophy in Arahic-Sindi is Kitdb Mdkdlalul Ilikmat, or a hook of philosophical 
sayings, which is a translation of Lord Bacon’s Essay and is a valnnble addition to the very 
scanty literature of that language. The lonely publication on Biography in the same langnage 
entitled Khvdje Shanuudin Mahomed jo Jhikar, or the Life of Khvaje Shamsudin Mahomed, is a 
brief biography of Hafiz, the well-known Persian poet. 

12. Of the classical languages, Sanskrit has the largest number of works published in the 
year under notice, as has. been the case with it all along.*' 
^ clatHcalZanguaget—S!naini,Pa‘ pgjgjan comes next, and then Arabic. Hebrew has two pnh'- 
cian, AtaUc, HeteeTT, an Zen . lications and Zend has one. Of the 152 publications of -the 
year (against 100 of 1885) in Sanskrit, 11 are original, which being small hymns or ordinary 
works deserve no particular notice, with the exception of 'the below-mentioned two pnhlications. 
The TallabUya Kalpodruma, or an account of Valiabha, furnishes an account of the birth, sacred 
character and achievements of Vallahhdchdtya, the founder of the Vallabhi sect of the Vaish- 
vas or the followers of the god- Vishnu. Idpascharitam is a Sanskrit metrical version of 
Goldsmith’s famous ballad of "The Hermit,” and though a very small piece, is well executed. 
Among the repuhlications, which form .90 per cent, of the total number of Sanskrit hooks, are to 
he seen fresh editions of the philosophical works, the Bhngavadgitft, portions of the Bhdgavata 
Purdn, the Adhyatma lldmayann, the Shivagita, the Abbidnyana Sbfikuntala, the Hitopo- 
desha of Vishnusharman, the Institutes of Manu, Devi Bhdgavata, Valmiki Bamayana, &c., &c. 

‘ The following repuhlications deserve particular mention : Ndradi Shikihd, or instruction given 
by Narada, is a musical work of great antiquity. Narada was a Devnrshi or an inspired sage 
among the gods, and regarded in the Vedas as a descendant of Kanva Bishi and the author of 
certain hymns of the Bigveda. The tract contains the following preface from the pen of the 
publisher : ” This useful little work is the production of Deva Bishi Ndrada. That this is an 
ancient work needs scarcely be mentioned ; its very name is a proof of antiquity. The fact that 
portions from it are quoted by Sbdrangdeva, the celebrated compiler of Sangita Batnakara, a 
comprehensive work on music approved of by proficient musicians like Tanosena, proves the 
importance of this little work. On account of its usefulness, anthoritativeness, comprehensive- 
ness, and small compass, it has been humbly placed before the public.” The Mahdndtakam, or 
the Great Drama, bears also another name, Hanuman Ndtakam, or the drama written by Hanuman 
himself, the monkey-god who is said to have engraved it on rocks. The subject of the piece, 
which is in fourteen acts, is the story of the Bamayana, the monkey-god playing a very import, 
ant part. The legend about the work is that the monkey-god first wrote it on rocks, and 
then cast it into the sea in order to please the poet Valmiki that it should not throw his 
Bamdyan into the shade. Some portions of the work were recovered in King Bhoja’s time ■ 
and arranged by Mishra Ddmodar. Some of the ideas are poetical and the sentiments just and 
forcible. The present edition is accompanied by a commentary in Sanskrit entitled Dipikd by 
Mishra Mohun. Vydkarana Mahdvdthya of Pantanjali, Volume III, Part III, edited by 
Dr. Kielhom, Ph.D., which completes the work, is a valuable addition to Sanskrit literature. 
Kdvyamdld, or a collection of poems, is a monthly issue printing old Sanskrit poems and verses 
that have as yet remained unpublished in a printed form. The editors- are no doubt rendering 
valuable services to Sanskrit literature by a reclaiming old works from oblivion. Hone of the 


few books in Persian, Arabic, Hebrew and Zend, which are almost wholly repuhlications, deserve 
particular notice. 

18. Of the books in more than one language the following deserve special mention :

Shdratoanhiya Vananehadhi Sangraha vataydehen, GvaaiMi^ 
darehana, or the medical plants of Bbaratvarsha or India and 
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tlicir mcdicnl qualilicfi, fumislics a Micciiici ncconnl of the cconomio uses and the medicinal 
virtues of a large number of the vegetable flora of British India. Tin’s is n valuable addition 
to Marathi mcdicnl literature. Karyftihdr Sanyraia, or n collection of old histories and poems^ a 
monthly serial, has attained its ninth year, continuing to place before the public unpublished 
old chronicles, historic.al and biographical, and nnpitblishcd old poems, both Marfithi and Snns- 
Icrit. The Sangihi JlMnsaia, or an investigation into the science of music, is a monthly period, 
ical that puhlishcs old Sanskrit works on Aryan (Hindu) music, gives miisic.il traditions, describes 
music.il instruments, and te.iches how to play ti|)on them. Other cognate subjects arc also 
included in the publication. The Upanhhatl Sangraha, or a collection of the Upanisluuls, has 
commenced to publish the texts of the Up.inishads with Sanskrit commentaries and a Mardthi 
translation, making these widcly-vcncr.it rd philosophical works accessible to the masses who 
arc ignorant of the classical language. Hitherto only the K&thaka Upanishad and the 
Bhriguvalli sections of the Taitiriya Upanishad have been treated in tho abovc-mcntioticd manner. 
Tie Por/rait Gallery of n'etlern Iitilia is a splendidlj* got up work containing a select collection 
of the short biographies and portraits of some of the princes of Western India and persons of 
distinction in the Bombay Presidency. The Faudidaii bn Kirang, or a portion of tho Scriptnro 
of the Zoroastrian religion, is printed in large, clear Zend types for the benefit of, Zoronstrian 
priests. The text is interspersed with explanations in Gujardti of tho implements to be used, 
the positions and the jiosturcs to be taken, and the order to be observed in tho performance of 
the ceremonies to be performed and the prayers to be repeated. Punarviedha Sidulra tammat 
ehke, or the widow-marriage is sanctioned by the Sbastras, treats in a small compass the hard-con. 
tcstcfl question whether the marriage of Hindu widows of the twicc-bom classes is sanctioned 
by the Slidstras. Numerous authorities from the Hindu Shdslras and Fnrdns sanctioning 
widow-marriage arc quoted and the arguments of the opponents of widow-marriage arc noticed. 
The Kanya Jlirya Nithedha Dartiaka, or an interdiction for the s.ilcof a maiden (in marriage), 
quotes antboritativc utterances in Sanskrit of the Shdstrns condemning the practice of giving 
away maidens in marriage in cnnsidcration of a siiin of money prcvailiug among poor Hindu 
families, gives a Gujarati translation of tho Sanskrit quotations, and points out the various 
social and moral evil effects of this censurable practice. The LegemU of the Panjab, by Captain 
It. C. Temple, published in monthly numbers in Punjdbi and English with foot-notes, contains 
as usual some interesting legends. The Journal of the Bombay Dranek of the Royal Anialie 
Society, 1SS5, also contains papers of considerable interest, such ns those on tlio Auehily&lankira 
of Kshemetidra, with a note on the date of Patanjali by Dr. Peterson (noticed last year) ; a note 
on Bddarfiyana, the author of the Bralimnsutras, by liio Ilonoiirablo K. T. Tclang ; tbo date of Pa* 
tanjali, a reply to Profcssir Peterson by Dr. R. G,. Blianddrkar (noticed last year) ; development 
of language and of Sanskrit, Sw. The Pahalavi Gujardti and Englith Diclionary, Pelttme IF, 
is the fourth instalment of a praiseworthy attempt to supply tho desideratum of a dictionary 
of a diflicult and obscure dead language. The Subiaehila Fall of Vnllabbadcva (cfCgant extracts 
made by Vallabbadcva) contains quotations from the compositions of nearly three hundred and 
fifty dilfcrcnt poets of Kashmir and Northern India, among whom there nrc four female poets. 
Dr. Peterson, one of the editors, observes in the preface that the work " comes to us as a 
Sanskrit anthology purporting to bring much that is admirable and nothing that is not 
admirable in Sanskrit verse." The introduction to the present edition arranges tho names 
of the poets alphabetically, and under many names interesting information has been sup- 
plied from various sources, potting together, os Dr. Peterson observes, nil that is known 
or may be safely conjectured about each poet. Vnllabbadcva, state tho editors, cannot be 
placed earlier than in the first half of the fifteenth century of the Christian era. The notes 
to the work arc also valuable. Tlic Tarka Kaumudi is n work on the Vaishesbika branch 
of the Nyaya philosophy of Kanada, and is edited with various readings, notes critical 
and explanatory, and an introduction by M. N. Dvivedi, B.A., Professor of Sanskrit, 
Sdmaldds College, Bhavnagar. Tho Rdjayoga, or tho practical metaphysics of the Veddnta, 
is a translation of Ydkynsudhd or Drigdrisliya Viveba of Bfafiratitirtha, and tho Aparo- 
ksbdnubhnti of Shri Shankarachdiya, with an introduction, appendix containing the Sanskrit 
text, and commentary of Vdkyasudhd, and notes explanatory and critical by M. N. Dvivedi, 
B.A., Professor of Sanskrit, Sdmaldds College, Bhdvnngar. The introduction contains an 
exposition of tho philosophy and practice of tho Vedanta. The Fourteenth Canto of the Bhatti 
Kdvya {illuetrating tie Perfect) and the Fifteenth Canto of the Bhatti Kdoya {illuetrating the Aor^ 
iit) arc edited with explanatory notes by N. B. Godbole,B.A. Shdttikavya, or the poem of Bhatti, 
Celebrates the exploits of King Rama, the hero of the Rdmdyana, and illustrates Sanskrit grammar 
by the systematic use of all possible forms of construction. Tho Viddhaihdlahhaujikd of Rdja- 
thekharairr'Mi the commentary of Ndrayan Dikshit, is edited with explanatory and oritjeal notes, 
various readings, and a glossary by Mr. B. N. Arte, B.A. To this work is attached tho

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Jitiusdmiinra of KdViMs, willi n close lUnglisli translation and various readings ljy I\rr.K,Il. Godbole. 
Viddhaihdltthhanjilttt, or the drama of the Statue is a comedy of domestic iiilrigno in a roya 
household. The statue of Princess ^IrigSnkavali, heroine, in the royal chamher, supplies the 
title to the drama. A short account of the play is to he found among " Select .Specimens of tlie 
Theatre of the Hindus ” by II. 11. 'IVilson. The JlitimmiarA, or the seasons, is a short hut 
cclcliratcd poem describing the sir Indian seasons of tlio year by the wcll-icnon'ii poet Kiliidas. 
The description is given by a lover to his beloved. DanhalMdali Samvdd is a colloquy between 
the sage Dnnka and llhtidali. Bhadali was the only and learned daughter of a great llrdhman 
astrologer of Manvtir named Iludnd, who, the tiadition says, flourished seven hundred years 
ago. She was taught astrology with other sciences by her father. Danha is said to have been 
a sago who taught Bhadnli forecasts of we.athcr, rain, crops, and several natural jdicnomona for 
diOcrent months of the }’car, arrived at from astrological and other observations. These maxims 
are said to bo largely consulted by the agriculturists of Gujanit. ’ 

14. Comparing the total number of publications of 1886, whieh were 1,801, with the 
number for 1S7G, which was 831, it is seen that during the Inst decade the number of public.a. 
tions in the I]omh.ay Presidency has been more than doubled, and that the progress of literature 
has thus been fairly satisfactory’ and commensurate witli the spread of eduention. It is also an 
encouraging circumstance that in the year under report nearly 50 hooks were confrikuted by 40 
University graduates against about 20 of tire previous year. Though the Manttbi publications 
were more numerous than the Gujarati ones, the latter, it must bo noted, were niore voluminous, 
some of the former being small tracts of indifferent merit. As regards lire other spoken Ian. 
gnages of the Presidency, Kanare»e showed some slight improvement over the Inst preceding 
year, though its literature must still be reckoned to bo backward. Urdu and Sindi, cxtcnsivcly 
spokon ns they arc, had comparatively a verj’ small niimhcr of prodiictiotis added to tlieir re- 
spcctivo literatures, and clearly indicated a statcof intclicctnal backwardness of the people speak- 
ing those languages j and Portuguese, Milrvadi, &c., were almost at a stand-still. Of the elassie.il 
langu.igcs Sanskrit had the largest number of publications, and it is to he observed that the 
study of that language is receiving more attention year by year. The total number of books of 
the year under review were divided into 1,120 original productions, 412 repuhlications, and2G6 
translations. Of this total, 1,146 hooks were printed at JBombay'in 70 presses, 2.03 printed in 
Gujarat at 23 presses, 338 in the Central and Southern Divisions at 34 presses, and 28 in Sind 
at 4 presses. 

15. The number of works registered for copyright during the year under report was 323, 
of which 201 were private and 02 Government publications. 

IG. In conclusion, it may he stated that the general tone of the registered publications ^ 
was on tho whole unobjectionable, both morally and politically. t

BENGAL. 

From H. W. CiUSBOrr, E»q., OlficiatiiiB UnJcr-SccrcUfy to Goremment of Ban);n1, General Department, tC 
Secretary to GoTcmmcnt of Indio, Home Department,— No. lOtO jr iiKriSo M , Aupnat 1887. 

In continuntion of this Government; letter No. 748, tinted Kith Aufrimt 1886, and with 
reference to the Home Department letter No. 726, dated 0th May last, and subsequent 
reminders, I am directed to submit, for the' information of the Government of India, the 
accompanying copy of the Annual Report on the Bengal Library for the year 1886, and of the 
analysis of books received in the Library, together with the usual statistical forms Nos. I 
to IV, 


Tteporl on Iht 'Bongal Library for they tar 13BG. 

Tlic number of publications received in tho Bengal Library during the year 1886 is 2,571, 
less than the number received in 1885 by 160. This decrease is explained by the unsatis- 
factory condition of Bengali periodical literature during the year, the number of periodicals in 
1886 havin" been 280 against 422 in 1886 j but though smaller than the number of publica- 
tions received in 1885, yet it is noteworthy that tho number of publictitions last year was 
larger than that of any other year preceding it. The general character, however, of the 
publications did not undergo any deterioration, and greater activity and improvement were 
observed in certain branches, as will appear from the following analysis, 

Publications received under this hciid comprise works on music, painting, agricul- 
ture, engineering, caligraphy, mensuration and surveying, magic, and manufacture.- 

\he works on music aim at teaching music, vocal and instrumental, without tho assistance 
of a music master, and explaining the principles and theories of Hindu music. The .Tioenty-two 
Mmieal Srulh of the Hindus, by Sir Bfijfi Sauriudra Mohan, Tagore, disousses the origin of 
articulate sound and its variations. The Aihatdniha Swarasanyraha, which relates to concert 
music, passed through its second edition during the year under review. 

■ The pictures received during the last year were four in number. Two of these are scenes 
from the Ramayana. These. are good in their own way, but ore not free from the common 
fault of over-coloring. It is satisfaotoiy, however, to find that .the artists of tho new school 
arc payin<» more attention to the expression of feeling. The eye is said to be the index of the 
mind, and^it is in giving expression to the eye that the native artists fail as a rule. But in 
one of the pictures under notice,-namely, that of the golden deer pursued by Rama, -an attempt 
has been made, and with much success, to express the extreme anxiety of Sitd to got posses- 
sion 'of the deer, and her feeling of disappointment at the apparent licsitation of R£ma to com- 
ply with her request. Chaitanya leaving homo as a Sany&f is a picture which cannot fail to 

excite interest and admiration in the hearts of his numerous disciples in Bengal. 

There seems to be a growing demand for works on agriculture. The Kruht Pardear, an 
ancient Sanskrit work on that subject, has undergone two different translations in Orissa, and 
in Bengal the number of agricultural publications has increased. A work, entitled Kola. Bdri o 
Kharet Ghar, or Brick-buBt Houses and Thatched Huts, was received last year. The object of 

t 
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sMcrnUc aliility. Slrippwl as flic liRvlmnn is of nil ndminislrativo powers nndor British rnlo, he 
has taken to inventinfj scandal and oilier nefarious means for annoying and tyrannising over 
his victims, who dans not oppose him on nceonnt of his importance in tlio village. Karnaltr 
is an adaptation of Shakespeare’s '* Mncbclh ” to the Bengali sL-igo, with nil the proper name# 
Indianiscd. 

•riie causes of the great popularity of mythological dramas have been folly deseribed in 
previous reports. They are more suited to the undentanding of tlio masses, who ns a rule ore 
well acquainted with the stories of the lUmnyana and the Xlahahharata and the Puranas 
from whieh the subjcct.mnttor of these dramas is drawn. Kmlmldcncd by the success of mythl 
ology on the stage, the playwrights have attempted, with considerable success, to bring on 
the stage gn>at religious reformers like Buddha and Chaitanyn, tho events of whoso lives are 
M familiar to the masses ns tho stories of tho Bamnynna and tho ’Sfahablmrata, Tho appear* 
nnce of Chaitan)^ on the stage was quite nn events it drew large crowds to tho theatres. 
ChUanjitilA is perhaps the only one of this cl.aw of dramas that has yet been received in the' 
Library. The Marr.jbir ^fuiamniv! has also liccn received, but owing to tho objcctioriof the 
Mahome<lan community to bringing their Prophet on the sUge, this drama was never noted. 

jF/cri’o'i.— Tlirec works of fiction from the pen of Hahn Chandi Chnran Sen wero received 
daring the year. Tney are remarkable publications in their own way. The object of writing 
there works seems to l>o to inspire hatred against the early Bnglisli rnlcrs of this countr}'. The 
author has ransacked every rcconl of the time with the sole object of bringing to public notice 
what oppressions were committed, what mischief was done, and what wrongs wero inflioted by 
the English when they took over charge of the government of Bengal, Bchar, and Oriss.!. In 
bis itaharajd Kaiililn:xar tlie author has attempted to show that tho execution of tho Maha- • 
raja was a judicial murder ; in his AgoihjSr Bejatn he Las done his licst to paint tho English 
character in the darkest colora possible in connection with tho spoliation of tho Begums of 
OuJh and the affairs of Chsut Sing ; and his Btnan OangayoUnda Sxnha supplements tho other 
two. The tendency of Uiese works is extremely mischievous ; and Imd Babu Chandi Charan 
been a gifted writer, he could have done nn iucalculnblo amount of mischief to tho Government 
and the people. Fortunately the Balm is no artist wlmtovcr. Ills long, insipid speeches and 
foliloquics make his volumes tedious and wcarisomo reading, and tlioy are sure to repel most 
readers. 

Tlicre are, ns usual, two schools of novel-writers in this country,— namely, rcnlistio and 
idealistic. The year 1S8G is singularly devoid of idealistic works of fiction. Tho only work at 
all worth noticing is Athdlatd by nn anonymous writer, but it scarcely rises above mediocrity. 
The work it svritten in polished Bengali, hut it is very deficient in plot interest. Mr. R. C. 
Datta, who stands at the head of tlio realistic sohool of fiction, has written on oxccllcnt work 
entitled the SimSr. Ilis style is the very reverse of graceful, and often degenerates into dul- 
ncss and insipidity; but bo is o good painter. Ilis scones of rural and domestic life display con- 
sidcrahle knowledge and experience of the country. IIo p.aints human nature and human 
society in its entirety in all its ugliness and beauty ; and a loving sympathy and a sentiment of- 
pity — in one word, a moral idea — pervades his work. He belongs to that class of writere who 
cndcavonr to sec and describe things and conditions ns they are, and to make literaturo scrvico- 
ablu to social development. There are several other works of tho same school written svith tho 
avowed object of exposing the evils of society and bringing about social reform. EHi Chitra 
or A Ficlnrc, is directed ogainst ibe evils of Kulinism ; and Dhajahari deals with a variety of 
social snbjccte. 

There is another class of works intensely realistic, written with the avowed object of 
exposing the evils of society, bnt with no desire to bring about a cliengo for tho better. The 
‘ style in which these works are written is polished to a degree, though often full of mnnnorism. 
They arc gcncmlly directed against the evils of anglicism, and scenes and characters are painted 
in them with considerable ability ; bnt there is much in these works which will bo condemned 
as indelicate— nay, indecent and obscene— in good society. Chinila* Charitamrita and Model 
Bhojini, received during the last year, belong to this class of works. Scandals of all sorts have 
been- picked up from varions sources to fill the pages of these works. Tho mischief which these 
works, prodneo in tho hands of schoolboys and yonng men of indifferent education, who form 
tho bnlk p£ their readers, is almost incalcnlablc, Tho writers seem to have sympathy with 
nobody, thongli very clever in showing up pscndo-politicinns and psendo-reformers : they have 
not a single good character to relieve tho disgnsting monotony of pictures of wickedness. 

Satitwtt Sarya, by Mahnmfiyfi, an authoress, is on the whole a readable work, though it is 
fall of those minute details of little things with which women are so fond of occupying them- 
selves. 
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BUiorj} {hichtdittff Geography).— ‘y[ost of the publications received during the last year 
arc designed for educational purposes. They are either school-books or abridgments and 
catechisms of well-known school-books. Among non-cducational works, Ddnt llrahma, or 
The Log Deity, is the most important. The author, Babu Kailas Chandra Sinha, gives three 
different accounts of the origin of the famous shrine at Puri and its wooden imaire. Tlie 
accounts arc the Puranic, the Buddhistic, and the local. The Puraiiic account is taken from the 
Stimad Bhngabata, the Buddhist account from the Banta. Banto, and the local accounts from 
Bdrubrahma and Kthettapnrdn, two TJriya works liascd on the Vtkala Khanda of the Skanda~ 
ptrrdna. The writer conclndcs the work by giving his own views. He thinks that Yayati 
Keshari, the founder of the Keshari dynast)' of Oriss. 1 , was the first to convert a Buddhist 
establishment into a Hindu shrine. The Sabaras or Chandals arc the princip'jl priests and 
cooks of Jagannath, while Brahman priests and cooks occupy a position inferior to them. The 
caste prejudices of the Hindus, so strong in other parts of India, are entirely shaken off at Puri, 
where rice cooked by Chandals is taken by men of every caste xvithout distinction. The writer 
attributes this arrangement to the sagacity and foresight of Yayati Keshari. 

Two small works, Taraper Uihat and Goidni ifarir Btlarjin—oue relating to the conquest 
of a place named Tarap in Sylhet by the Mahomedans, and the" other giving a description of 
Gosanimari, which is supposed to stand on the mins of Kamtapore, which fur a time was the 
capital of a powerful kingdom in North Bengal— were received lost year. By far the most 
important historic.il work received is Tde Trial of ilaharaja Naudakumar, by jlr. Beveridge. 
The publication of the Genealogies of the Brahmans and Kayasthas is still going on. 

Language . — Publications received under this head arc generally school-books, and they 
"too are mostly new editions of old test-hooks. Some new test-books, however, were received. 
One of theth, the Gd'hasihyapdth, by Babn Chandra Nath Bose, deserves sivicial notice. In 
this work 'the attention of students is drawn especially to those domestic habits of Bengalis 
which give rise to insanitary conditions of life, and to the means of correcting those habits. 
The writer thinks that the sort of instruction which is given in this book ought to precede all 
other instruction of a moral or sanitary nature. The writer seems to be right in his views. In 
Bengali households, especially in those in which English education has revolutionised the old 
system of domestic sanitation, domestic economy, and domestic management, children may 
receive moral instruction and historical and other lessons, but they arc never taueht how to 
preserve their health, and how to appear neat, clean, and tidy. Some of the great thinkers of 
Europe are of opinion that in any system of national education the first place should Ireassigncd 
to the subject of self-preservation. But unfortunately that subject is most neglected in this 
country, and Babu Chandra Nath Basu therefore has done a great service to the* native com- 
munity by writing a book on it in a style which can be easily grasped even by children. Pan- 
dit Taraknmar’s work, named Shikihd Sir, in which moral instruction is conveyed in a Hindu 
or Indian form by drawing ilbistrations of life and character from Sanskrit literature alone, is 
one indication of the tendency observable in other departments of literature, such as art and 
drama, to borrow more largely from ancient Sanskrit works than has been hitherto done. 
There are many female writers in Bengal : some of them have written very good poetry ; 
others have written good works of fiction. This is the first time, however, that a Bengali lady, 
Srimati 'Monomohini Guha, comes out as the writer of a school-book. This is a sign of the 
times. The females of Bengal — thanks to the exertions of Drinkwater Bethnne — are gradually 
taking their proper position in every department of literature. No new dictionaries were 
received last year, but the old lexicographical works in a serial form were issued regularly. It 
is to be observed, however, that the number of keys, annotations, and such like works, is 
gradually becoming larger and larger ; last year keys were published even for the B.A. course. 
Ten years ago there were no note-books even for the course fixed for the First Examination in * 
Arts. Eight or nine diBerent keys were received for the English course in the Entrance 
Examination. Some of the very best graduates of the Calcutta University have taken to key- 
making. These keys, again, are carelessly compiled and more carelessly printed. This 
practice of writing keys ought to receive a check ; it destroys among young students all desire 
for self-help. The use of dictionaries and other works of reference is rapidly dying out under 
the pernicious influence of the key-makers. So inveterate has the habit of consulting keys 
become that several " meaninsr-books ” were received even of such a simple work as the Bodho- 
daya. Whenever a new book is introduced into any Inspector’s circle, several keys to it are 
received in the Library. 

haxs . — Great difficulty was experienced last year in the mofnssil in understanding the 
rorm of the rent-receipt as prescribed by Government under Act VIII of ISS5, and so a large 
number of publications were received in the Library explaining that form. The avowed object 
of these publications was to instruct gomastas and other officers of the zemindars how they 
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priestly ascendancy and Maliomcdan rule, bnt with the objeot that mystic rites may bo performed 
by the recital of those mantras. The publication of suck works is perhaps one of those unto- 
ward events owing to the Hindu revival movement which the leaders of that movement did 
not anticipate. The same movement has also helped to intensify the opposition to the prevail- 
ing spirit of nnglieism and led to the publication of such works os Ingrej Charila and Bangali 
Charila by Babu Jogendm Chandra Basu and Mege Parliament, a. work which is supposed to 
be the sequel to Bh&rat Vddhar, and in which the tendency towards anglicism has been merci- 
lessly exposed, though not with good taste. 

The Bi*xaa Kotha, n work of an enoyolopoidio character, compiled by Mr. T. N. Mnkerji, 
and his brother, Babu Epngalal Mukerji, is odvancing steadily. In two years the compilers 
have finished the letter vs}, the first vowel in the Bengali alphabet. The information given in 
this great work is useful, interesting, and fairly accurate, and 8ho^V8 a spirit of scholarly and 
scientific research which reflects great credit on the compilers. TIic first part of a mythologi- 
cal dictionary, entitled Pattranii Ahhidhdn, was received during the year. It is being compiled 
by Pandit Shyam Lai Goswami, who has the reputation of being profoundly read in the 
Pumnns. Works on criticism arc so few in Bengali that one eannot help bailing with great 
delight Babu Girija Prasnnnn Roy Chowdhry’s Bankim Chandra, n critique on the novels of 
that distinguished writer. The work is the first of what will probably be a long series. 

Original works of philosophy ore very rare in Bengal, one or two good 
works being received in the course of ten years. One work was received last year which 
deserves some notice. In Tatttea Nirnaya, by Babu Dina Nath Baneiji, an attempt has been 
made to controvert some of the mtionalistio theories of John Stuart Mill and Herbert Spencer. 
There is n growing demand for works on Hindu philosophy in this country. This is shown by 
the publication of the philosophical works of the Sdnkhya, Mimdnsd, Veddnt, and Baishesika 
schools by the Calcutta publishers, and of the TaUrna CMntamani, the great standard work of 
the modern school of Nydya philosophy, under the auspices of the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 

Poetry. — ^Tho best work in verso received during the year is the Last Bay, by Rdm 
Sarma, a work written in a satiric vein, and in which certain Indian celebrities have been 
ridiculed in excellent taste and with great wit. The rest of the works under this head consists 
of love-poems, collections of short pieces, poems describing the Ddrgapujd festival, and the 
laments of bereaved husbands for their wives and vice versi. The writers are generally men of 
no note, and it is impossible to speak very highly of their works. There is nothing remarkable 
in their diction, versification, elocution or selection of subjects, and their treatment. They 
generally imitate either Babu Hem Chandra Banerji or Babu Rabindra Nath Tagore. A 
beautiful sentiment, a good description or a delicate touch of feeling, is occasionally met with 
in their works, but such occasions are few and far between. The laments are, as a rule, written 
with feeling, but they are not likely to interest the general public. They should be printed 
only for private ciroulntion. It is a great relief to turn from these worthless productions to 
Sivdyana, a work by Rameswar Pandit, a celebrated poet, who lived about a century and a 
half ago, recently reprinted by Babu Ishan Chandra Basu with great care and after great 
research. The work belongs to the same class os Annndd Mangal, Dbarma Mangal, Ghandir 
Gan, and other works. It used to be sung on festive occasions in seven or eight parts called 
pdlds. The work is written in polished Bengali, with a very small admixture of Persian words. 
It has largely borrowed from the Puranas, and appears to have been designed for the culti- 
vated Hindu society of those days. It has all the elements of a great poem, and there are 
scenes in it which once read cannot easily be forgotten. It is not possible to leave the subject 
of poetry for the year 1886 without saying something about that excellent collection of sonnets 
and humourons pieces entitled Kari o Komal, by Babu Rabindra Nath Tagore. Though not 
one of his best works, it has still all the impress of his genins. The melody of his verses, and 
the Shelley-like idealism of his sentiments often remind the reader of his Prabhdt Sanylt, la 
Kari o Komal 'Babu Rabindra Hath Tagore has perhaps for the first time descended occasionally 
from the lofty ethereal region of idealism to handle subjects of a realistic and more terrestrial 
nature, and his epistle to Damn and Ghdmn shows that he has an excellent vein for satire. 

Polities. — With the exception of a reprint of Cbdnakya's collection of slokas bearing upon 
practical politics and an edition of Sukraniti, not a single work on politics appeared in any one 
of the Indian languages in these provinces. Two works of some importance, however, appeared 
in English,— namely. Major Sedg^ck’s India for sale, on eminently Russophobist work, and 
The Great Indian Problem of the Bay by an anonymous writer, who deplores the existence of 
mutual distrust between the governor and the governed, and advises both to repose confidence 
in each other. 

Re%to».— Next to the publications designed for educational purposes, the religions publi- 
cations are the most nnmerons. The people of India are remarkable for the depth of their reli- 
gious feelings. Religion enters into almost every detail of their public and private life. 
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Their roolp-, thoir philosophy. nn.l (l.oir litomtnrc have all along been almost entirely infln. 
cnwl by thrir religion. Under such circumstances it is no wonder that in the new stale of 
tilings religion should occupy on imi>ortnnt iilneo in their litcrnturis 

I 

Tlie Christian piiblicalions consist of translations of the Gospels and short tmeta explain- 
mg the excelicneo of the doctrines taught by Jesus Christand condemning the Indian relLions 
and rehgnmis observances. It is satisraetory, however, to Hiid that tl.o style ot these Christian 
publications has gri-atly improved. Formerly such works were written in n style and in an 
Idiom so diffcttml fmm g^l Bengali that like Musalmani Bengali their language might iuslly 
have bMU styled Christiau-Bcngali. But that is not the case now. It is a rntte^ of great 
regret, however, that with the improvement of their stylo the tone of intense hostility of the 
wnters of those twcls to the Indian religions has not improved. 

-Tlie purely Hindu publications consist of the large nnmhcr of Imnslnlions and ropublica- 
tions of the \ das, Upaiiishads, Smriti Sniiliitas, the Puraiias, and principally of the Ramayana 
and the Mahahharal. The growing actinty of the tmnslators shows that there is a grow- 
ing demand for such works. Idlest of the Smriti Sanhilas and a few of the Piimnas were under 
repiihlication or Itaiiclation last year. The aiieicnl Bengali litcratiiro consists principally of. 
rehinons works of a nature calculated to inniienee even the most illiterate classes. They are 
therefore K’ing largely reprinted. Three such works npivared in print for the first lime during 
the last year. Tlie Sivdyana of Rdmcn-ar Pandit, the Gobinda Mangal by Duhkhi Shydm 
Win, and the ManasS Mangal by KeUikd Has, were received in the Library. 

Tlie religions publications of the Musalmans arc very few in number, and they relate 
chicOy to Mahomednn rites and ceremonies. 

Tlie Bnisnab works reeeivod consist of the writings of the followers of Cliaitanyn in Sans- 
krit and in Bengali. Of the S.anskrit works those published by Pandit Rdmanarayan of Bor- 
bampore with translations am the most important. These ivorks discuss the nature of Bhalrti 
and the Bhakta’s relation to Vishnu. The Bengali works arc written with the view of popu. 
larising the Baisnab faith, and they are therefore composed in easy verse. Among, works of 
this class rvccivd last year, the amVesoya R%5s/,thc CiaUanya Manjal, the HJIaMlallmiar 
Jtrayanirnofit, all well-known works, desen'o mention. 


The S.'ikta sect of the Hindus has published nothing of importance during the year, except 
a collection of well-known and excellent songs expressivo of devotion to Kali. * 

The Bmhmo publications are not vciy numcroirs, but they arc generally written by earnest 
men. In the work entitled Joytadhan Satabandie Kaiipaya Pramottara, Babu Bijaykrishna 
Goswami saj-s that the means possessed by the Brahmo Somaj of realising God in the soul is 
insufficient. He therefore advocates the necessity of practising Joga. It has been obsen'cd 
that Brahmos have liccn moving for some time past in the direction of mysticism. Babu 
Bijayk-rishna Goswami deplores the ivnnt of religious sentiment in the Bmhmo Somaj in another 
of his works, entitled Brnhma Samijer Darltaman Matthd ebam dmdr jttane Brahma Samdjer 
ParikthUa Bithaya. Tlie publication of the works of the late Babu Keshab Chandra Sen, 
such as the Sebaler Nibedan, is going on, Babu Bang.i Chandra Raya has published a work 
entitled NabttbhalU taUicatar, in which he has cxploincd the nature of Bhakti from the stand- 
point of the New Dispensation. 

The most important of the religious publications of the past year were those issued by the 
Hindu revivalists. The revivalists may be divided into two distinct schools,— namely, the eon- 
Bcrvativc school and the liberal school. The conservative school believes in the infallibility of 
the Rishis, and in the superiority of the Hindu sbastras to the scriptures of all other nations 
and denounces' the least deviation from established procticc as un-Hindu. Pandit S?sadhar 
Tarkaeburamani belongs to this class of revivalists. In bis Bharmabyakhya be is endeavouring 
. to defend every Hindu practice on the principles of Western science, though his knowledge of 
science appears to bo of a very superficial eharaetcr. In the work entitled DharmabitUyak 
pratibdd, an anonymous author attempts to prove that the Hindu religion is the best of religions, 
and that Christianity is very faulty and imperfect. The Into Ramkrishna- Paramahansa of 
Daksbineswar also helped greatly to further the cause of this school of religious thought. 
Books containing many of his sayings and religious opinions have. been published. In the 
Tatlwopraldthikd, edited by Ram Chandra Datta, are given the views of the Paramahansa in 
matters religions. In his Paralok Tatlwa, Babu Chandra Shekhar Bnsn explains the Hindu 
doctrine, of the futnre existence of man. 

The leaders of the liberal section of the Hindu revivalists are men' of great culture, 
experience, and sound judgment. They have studied the Hindu phastfas with very great care! 
They have a firm faith in Hindnism, and great respect for. the Rishis, but they cannot ignomthe 
altered circumstances of the present time. They do not consider the Bi«bi a as infallible, and 
they are therefore for introducing snehohanges in Hindu society as may, from time to time, 
be considered necessary. These are their views in matters temporal. But in matters spiritual 
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they think that the balk of the Hindas of the present day do not knon* anything of the tcaeh' 
mgs of the great Bishis, and so th«y want to revive Hindcism in iti ancient and spiritual form. 
The means adopted for the propagation of their views is chiefly the peri.-’dicals, in one of which 
Bahtt Bankim Chandra Chatterji, the leader of this movement, is giving a rationalistic or rather 
revivalist exposition of the Bhagabatgita. Babn Bankim Chandra ha* recently written a 
work entitled iertiina C-harilc, in which Krishna is represent*! as the Ideal 3Ian or God 
Incarnate, for it is God alone that can be the Ideal Xtan. He considers Krishna to be a higher 
ideal than even BnddHa, Chaitanya, or Christ. His method of examining ancient Sanskrit 
works is the present Enropean method. He has studied many works about Krishna-wor- 
sbip with great care, and has rejected a great part of those works, and esjtecially of 'the 
Mahabharata, as interpolations; and be thinks that all the snperstitions which have latterly 
gathered aronnd Krishna-worship have their origin in snch interpolations. Bahn Kali Pre- 
sanna Chatterji’s DiaraajirBtiar may be considered as a work Itlonging to this scliool. In 
it the author discusses from the standptdnt of an educated Hindu and revivalist ijnestions 
relating to the esoteric doctrines of Hinduism. His method of examiaation of the shastras is 
substantially the same as that of Bahu Bankim Chandra. VetBtetltra is another work of this 
school, in which the theogony of the Hindas has been explained from a rationalistic point of view. 

Scisnee. — The majority of the publications under this head are intended for the nse of 
students. Of the non-educational works, two only deserve notice, — rrc.. Tie Bnfterf.iet cf 
Jedja, BsmaS, ond Cry/on, A'olnme ll,by51r. L. DeNiceville; and dJra?cf/r«, or the Natuia! 
History of Animals (Part V: The Horse), by Bahu Jnanendta Kumar Eaya Chowdri. The 
former is an original work, and the latter a mere compilation, though it shows that Bengalis 
are taking an interest in scientific researches. 

Trcvelt esd Fo^sget. — Two new books were received under this head, — namely, Bar.gjJir 
Jarpp Binist by an anonymous writer, and j/ierr Dii Jairs by Pandit Damodar 

Shastri. The first is a book of travels in Italy, Fiance, and England ; and the second is the 
story of the pilgrimage of the author to Setu Bacdha Ramesvam. 

Jt'ericdiesl litwlBre. — ^Xlore periodicals died than were started in 1SS6. Of the month- 
lies, the, Bahh was incorporated with the BiSnii. Of the BiJaaa~J)Brp3B, iFdlr.aii, and 
Siiaiiari, edited by the prolific writer, Baku Biresvata Pande, only two numbers were re- 
ceived, and then they ceased to exist. The .dr/u and the Bisdiai were .unusualiy 

irt^ular. The Bli^lai and the Pjlligran were two new periodicals. They were received 
onlv once, and then they ceased to exist. The condition of {>eriodic3l literature in Bengal in 
1SS6 cannot therefore be said to have been satisfactory. The Itelajilaa and the Preehar, how- 
ever, the organs of the Hindu revivalists of the liberal scliool, were punctually issued, and 
conducted with ability. As time his gone on, the Fmelcr has subordinated everything to its 
preaching work, and even the novel which appears in it in instahneuts has been made the 
means of preatdiing Hinduism. But the 2>ahajiiaa has gradually intreduced a larger amount 
of secular matter into its pages. The Bierali and the Kalgaliei, both secular papers, and 
under able editorship, have developed into fiist-rate papers. The number, variety, importance, 
and interest of their subjects and the ability with which they are handled are surpassed by none 
of the existing papers. Tne Beislra* is the organ of the conservative school of the revivalists.

I am directed to eabmit, for the information of the Government of India, copy of a 
report by the Director of Public Instmction, North-'Westem Provinces and Ondh, on the 
publications re^stcred under Act XXV of ISC7 daring the year 1880, and of the orders of 
this Government thereon. 

From the Sceretaiy to GoTemment, K.>\7. Frorincea and Ondh, General Department, to the Director of Fahlie 
Inelmetioa, J*..W. Frovineci and Ondh, — Xo. dated !7aini Tal, 21»t May 1887. 

1 am directed to acknowledge the receipt of yonr letter No. dated 25th April 1887, 
conveying yonr report on the publications registered nnder Act XXV of 1807 during the 
year 1680. 

2. Pificen hnndred works of all classes were pnblisbed during the year, an increase of 
about 10 per cent, on the number of publications in 1885, and of nearly 100 per cent, on the 
number issued in 1884. As in previons years, more books were written in Urdu than in any 
other language, but the number was nearly stationary; while works in Hindi, the next most 
nnmerons class, increased 38 per cent. The next most considerable increase occurred in the 
number of English publications, which, though the total is still small, was 23 per cent, in 
excess of what it had been in the preceding year. There was little change in the number of 
publications in the classical languages, a slight decrease in Sanskrit having been rather more 
than compensated bj" an increase under the heads of Arabic and Persian. 

3. It is probable, as yon say, that the publishers have issued more books in response to the 
demand created by the extension of education, and especially of middle-class edneation. Com- 
paratively* few of the books were original works, the majority being reprints of standard 
treatises. Science and medicine received unusual attention, especially from Urdu writers; and 
it is interesting to note that the Jains, hitherto reluctant to publish their religions boobs, have 
continued the issues noticed in last year’s report. A list of the most important works in ‘each 
langnage is given in yonr report. The new Urdu educational journals called the ” Instructor” 
and the ” Hirz-i- Jan” should answer a useful purpose, and it is remarkable that an American 
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lecture on cleetrical pliysiology hns fouml a translator, mul no Joubt tvaJfrs, in tbc same 
language. 

■I*. A fourth of the whole numl'cr of publications ilnring the )‘ear were isjuiod from the 
presses of Munshi Newal Kishorc at Lucknow ami Cawnp-rre ; and those two cities, mainly on 
that acconnt, take the lead among the publishing centres of the provinee*. The remaining 
three fourths are distril)utcd among 131 small presses, and the nest greatest aetirdty is shown 
at Agra, Mccnit and Allahabad. 

5. J am to suggest that it would Iks inslnsctive if future report® contained an abstract 
showing the total number of works under each subject irrespective of language, like the form 
now returned for each language separately.

I have the honour to submit my annnalreporl on pn I dies ({.ms, together with the usual 
statements of works registered under Act XXV of lSf.7 during the year ISSG. 

2. As required by G. O. No. 51S0, tienetal Department, dated the Snl Oclol>er 1SS2, c-ieh 
language or a combination of two or more languages forms the subject of a sejarate statement. 
The following is a summary of the oonteuts of c.ach of the statements. 

8. The firet statement relates to works in the English language. It shews 4t> piihlicatiens 
against 39 last year and 8G ofthe year before. Of these the noticeable works are — 

No. 9.1212 (fourtb quarter), "Brief view of the Msle. system of tV.c Xorth-W'estora Pro. 
vinces and Ondh, together with an examination of the names and figures .®hown in the Crnsa® 
Beport, 1SS2.” 

No. S-lSaS (fourth quarter), "Oudh Rulings, Civil and Criminal, of the Judicial Commis- 
sioner, Chief Commissioner, and Financial Commissioner of Oudh, IS59-ISS3," 

The English pcriodic.nl, " Tl>e Indi.au Forester,*' conlinnts as usual. 

No. 13.(159 (thinl qnartcr), " Illustrations of the indigenous fwldcr grasses of the plains of 
Norlh-V’cstern India,*’ is also a noticeable publication. 

4. The second statement relates to works in the Urdu language. It shows o22 pnhliea- 
tions against 491 last year and 2SS the year before last The distribution according to ful>- 
jects is given in the statement. As usual the highest uumher of pnbHj.atious is in fetion, 
language, poetry, and religion. The notieoahle works are— 

No. 5.28 (first quarter), " Kissa.i.Maktul.iJ8ra,*’ is a story on the beauty, abilities, and 
chastity of women. 

No. 3-1349 (fourth quarter), " Xrnjmua-i-kjs.as," is a translation of two of the papers of 
Addison’s Spect,Uor. 

No. 23-743 (third quarter). "Bus waEnriistan kn sechcha hal,’” is an Urdu version of 
hlumtaz All’s Truth about England and Russia." 

Nos. 29 and SO — 3S7 and 475 (second quarter), "Gulsar-i-Khalil and Jawah-i-SIannan," 
are on essay-writing for middle-class students. 

No. 39-102 (first quarter), " Jlirat-un-nissa,” by Bibi Fatim.a, is a guide-book on house- 
hold matters. 

No. 2S-SS6 (second quarter), " Pand-i-Dilpasand," is on morals. 

No. 39-966 (third-quarter), " Silk-i-mnsalsal,’’ is an ingenious prose composition, having 
double meanings, one of which is a general one, whilst the other exhibits a scries of names in 
each composition. 

No. 44-1851 (fourth qu.artcr), "Insan-ki anlad men kis tarkih so khnlisnrati anr kuwwat 
aur nekkhaslat paida kiyi jas.aktih.ai," is a translation of a lecture delivered before a large 
assemblage of ladies at Troy in America in councction with electrical phyriology. 

No. 46-S6 (first quarter), "Midwifery,” is a manual on the subject indicated by its 
name. 

No. 49-1178 (fourth quarter), " Pan-i-zaraat fci pahlt kitah,” is an agricultural primer. 

No. 127-S52 (third quarter), " JIi 2 an-ul.mnhahis.a,” on logic. 

Nos. 124 and 125 — 656 and 657 (third quarter), "Tahsib-al-Kha5.ail,” WIs. I and IT, on 
morals. 

No. 66-1420 (fourth quarter), " Tilisra-i-akhlak,” is a collection of moral maxims selected 
from varions Hindu, Muhammadan, and Christian authors. 

No. 77-1183 (fourtli quarter), " Afaka-sid-ns-saHhin,” is a collection of stories alxmt 
famous religious personages, inculcating morals aud religion. 
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No. 99-S9 (first quarter), *' Ahmad-ul-Hisab, Part I," is a comprehensive arithmetic. 

Under the headinors of arts, fiction, language, poetrj, and religion, there are many re- 
publications of old standard' works, which are constantly being republished. The original 
works under these heads do not call for any special notice. The majority of works under 
the heading of Law are translations of English works in demand among legal piaetitipneK 
who are not acquainted with English. 

Of the new periodical publications, the "Instructor" deals with sciences and arts; the 
" Hirz-i-Jan " is a medical journal which contains articles both on the English and Greek 
systems of medicine j the “Mal-ul-Tahzib" is devoted chiefly to Muhammadanism and the 
refutation of what it considers some of its modem heresies. 

, The old periodicals " Astana-i-Hikmat” on medicine), " Kisala-i-mufid-ul-miizarun ” (on 
agriculture), issued by the Department of Agriculture and Commerce, " GuIdasta-i-Zarafat " 
(containing new poetical pieces by living authors), still continue. 

.The two religious periodicals, the "Atya Samachar, Meerut," and the " Risala-i-mahwari 
"Vaisnavi,” also continue; the former is the organ of Arya Samaj, Meerut, and the latter is the 
organ of 'Vaisnavi Satsahha, Jagadbari. 

5. The third statement relates to works in the Hindi language. It shows 468 publica- 
tions against 295 last year and 227 the year before last. The highest number of publications 
is in language, poetry, religion, and science (mathematical). 

The following are noticeable : — 

No. 46-651 (third quarter), " Garbhadhan 'Vidhi," is a short tract for the guidance of 
husband and wife on the pregnancy of women. 

No. 63-807 (third quarter), " Eisanon-ki-Durdasa," exhibits the grievances of tenant and 
the tyranny of a zamindar. .. 

No. 148-1101 (third quarter), " ®lism-i-Krang," is a Hindi version of Pandit Moti Lai's 
translation of Dr. Gregory's book on science (natural and others). 

Under the heading of history, language, medicine, miscellaneons, poetry, religion, and 
science (mathematical and mechanical), there are many repnblications of old standard works. 
The'original works under these heads do not call for any special notice. 

6. The fourth statement relates to works in the Sanskrit language. It shows 44 publica- 
tions against 58 the last year and 80 the year before last. 

There has been a decrease this year in the publications on language, miscellaneons sub- 
jects, and poetry, and an increase in those treating of religion. The publications in this lan- 
guage (as well as in Arabic) are chiefly reprints of old standard works. 

The following are noticeable 

No. 2-654 (third quarter), " Sri Bhagvatlila," is a commentary on the first sloka of 
Srimat Bhagvat, giving 88 different meanings and constructions, and showing that this sloka 
exhibits the purport of the whole Bhagvat. 

No. 13-1959 (third quarter), " Kavya-kalpalata Vrittih Sutra Sabita," on prosody. 

No. 12-892 (third quarter), “ Basa Gaudhara Namakmalankara Sastram," ou rhetoric. 

No. 15-919 (third quarter), " Satasloki Kaghuvansa,” is an abstract of " Baghuvansa," 
the famous work of Ealidas in 100 slokas. 

No. 23-639 in Prakrit (third quarter) is a colleotion of 10 religions books of the Jain 
religion. 

7. The fifth statement relates to works in Arabic. It shows 60 publications against 44 
last year and 23 the year before last. Of these the noticeable works are— 

No. 2-340 (second quarter) "Hashiyat-us-Sadra." The work entitled SaSra” isa com- 
mentary on Hidayat-ul-Hikmat, a work on logic. This work (Hashiyat-ns-Sadra) is a com- 
mentary on Saira itself. 

No! 3-625 (second quarter), "Matalib us suul fi manakib Al-ir-Easul" contains a dis- 
cussion of the attainments (from a religious point of view) of the various descendants of Mu- 
hammad and other eminent personages in the Muhammadan reli^on. 

Nearly all the books in this statement are republications of old books, and chiefly refer to 
religion. 

8. The sixth statement relates to works in Persian. It shows 119 publications against 
108 iast year and 77 the year before. The following works are noticeable in this statement .— 

No. 1-849 (second quarter), “ Tiraz-i-mani," is a commentary on the "Easaid Urfi." 

No. 9-622 (second quarter), " Makhzan-i-Asrar-i-Sahbai," on enigmas. 

No. 10-348 (second quarter), " Matla-ul-Anwar,” on rhetoric. 

No. 25-1348 (fourth quarter), " Nasih-us-Sibyan,” contains advice to boys. 

Under the heading of Language and Philosophy pnclnding Mental and Moral Science) 
there are many repnblications of old standard works,' which are constantly being republished. 
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9. The nest statements relate to polyglot works, there being a separate table for each hi- 
lingual and tri-lingnal combination. 

They show 2i8 pablications against 260 last year and 133 the year before last. The 
following works are noticeable in these statements : — 

No. 3-1105 in English and Hindi (third quarter), "Anglo-Hindustani school primer. Fart 
II,” is a collection of words, phrases, idioms, proverbs, &o., with their vernacnlar equivalents. 

No. 31-64>7 in English and Hindi (third quarter), "Bhashantar Pathmala," translated 
from Bombay translation series. 

No. 9-64i5 in English and Urdu, “The Clerks Friend” in three parts, containing a com- 
pendium of English words (with their equivalents and meaning in Roman character) generally 
used both in private and official correspondence, and method of letter-writing, &miUar ano- 
nyms and proverbs. 

No. 16-632 in Sanskrit and Hiudi (second quarter), “Sanskrit Yyakaranki Fratham 
Fnstak,” is a translation into Hindi from the Margopa-desika. 

No. 18-166 in Arabic and Persian (first quarter), “ Ehair-ul-Mawaiz,” is a collection of 
selected traditions from Hadis, with their Persian translation. 

No. 43-1072 in Urdu and English (third quarter), “Karahadin Jadid," is a new pharma- 
copceia of non-official drugs and patent medicines for the use of hd^ital assistants, native doc- 
tors, and native medical pupils. 

No. 21-288 in English and Hindi (first quarter), “Vaidyaka-Sagar,” is a translation into 
Hindi of the Principles and Practice of Medicine in Urdu, published by the author in 1882. 

No. 26-633, in Persian and Arabic (second quarter), “ Kalimat-i-Tayyibat,” contains 
letters on Snfnsm and theology. ^ ' 

No. 17-1356, in Hindi-and Sanskrit, “Bamayan Adhyatma-Vichar,” contains an esoteric 
exposition of the deeds of Bam. 

No. 36-408, in Urdu and Arabic (second quarter), “Kitab-i-Tnhfat-nl-Amir-fi-Bayan is 
samai wal mazamir,” discusses the religions propriety or otherwise of singing and music, with 
citation of authorities for and a^inst it. 

No; 58-855, in Urdu and Arabic (third quarter), “Tubfat-nz-Zanjain," on the rights and 
privileges of husband and wife. 

Under the heading nf Language, Miscellaneous, Philosophy, and Religion there are many 
republications of old standard works which are constantly being republished. 

Tile “ Jami-ul-Ulum,” in English and Urdu, is a new monthly jnnmal in Urdu, treating 
of theosophy, published under the auspices of the Atmabbdh'Tbeosophical Society. ■ ’ , 

“ Bisala-i-Gulshan-i-Biy-azi ” in Urdu and Hindi, on mathematics, continues to be pub- 
lished. ;■ ' 

10. From the above it will appear that there has bran a steady increase of publications 
except in Sanskrit and the polyglot works. The decrease in the Sanskrit publications is 
chiefly attributable to the fact that the reprints of the old works in demand have not been 
exhausted yet. It is also worth noticing here that notwithstanding the great prejudice of the 
orthodox Jains to publish their religious works, 33 books of their religion have already been 
published through the Jain Prabhakar Press, Benares; and during this year 10 books have 
been printed in a collected form. The increase in the number df publications may be attributed 
to the steady extension of education among the people of the united Provinces, shown also by 
the increase of the publications on educational subjects. 

11. The total number of publications during the year was 1,500. A statement showing 
the number of publications issued by each press, place, and town is appended. The greatest 
activity is found at Cawnpore. The only publisher whose business is extensive is Munshi 
Newal Kishore.

From Colonel W. B. M. Holboyd, Director of Fablio Instmction, Fnnjab, to the Secretary to Government, 

Punjab, — No. 1478, dated 14th Jnne 1887. 

I have the honour to forward the annual report upon the books registered during 1886 
under Act XXV of 1867, which has been submitted by the Superintendent of the Government 
Education Press. 


From Babu Ceandba Nath Mitiba, Snpeiintendent, Government Edneational Press, Lahore, to the Director 
of Pnblic Instmction, Punjab, — No. 162, dated 14th June 1887. 

I have the honour to submit n report with the prescribed statements of the publications 
registered in the Punjab under Act XXV of 1867 daring' the calendar year 1886. 

' 2. 'The total number of books restored during tbe year was 1,857, or 291 more than 
those catalogued during tbe previous year. 

3. The copyright of 108 books was registered, as against 95 in the preceding year. 
The steady, increase of the registration of copyright shows nn appreciation among authors and ' 
publishers of the value attached to the proprietary right in books. 

4. The number of publications in different languages registered daring 1885 as compared 
with those re^stered in 1886 is given below

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The subjects in which the largest number of publications appear are Religion and Poetry. In 
all indigenous Muhammadan schools, which are generally held in mosques, whether in towns 
or villages, and in all AInharamadan families, the different chapters of the Quran' are taught. 
Similarly in Hindu and Sikh families the thousand names of Vishnu, the Stotras and evening 
and morning prayers from the Granth are learnt. Hence there is a large demand for chapters 
of the Quran separately printed for the sake of cheapness, and for small tracts containing 
Hindu and Sikh prayers. These as well as the missionary tracts' contribute to swell the 
number of religious publications. ■ 

There is an inordinate passion for poetry both among the educated and illiterate people of 
the Province. In many of the cities and large towns of the Punjab, especially in and about 
Delhi, there are poetical societies called musha'arahs, of which the members assemble periodi- 
cally to recite their ghazals or other poetical compositions. 'The highest aspiration of these poets 
is to gain the applause of the auditors. In almost all villages groups of inhabitants assemble 
to hear poetical recitations, which they enjoy and value as a sort of mental treat. 

The smallest number of books registered is under the head of Art and of Voyages and 
Travels. The fact that manufacturers and artisans learn their family handicraft practically 
without the aid of books accounts for the small demand for books under the former head. Awl 
the people of India are devoid of that restless energy and enterprise which characterise the 
European nations. They are home-abiding and have little inclination to travel ; therefore 
their literature on this subject is so poor. 

6, Of the total number of publications, 1,581 come under books and 276 under periodicals. 
Of the latter, 01 are legal, 71 medical, 44! religious, 9 linguistic, 47 miscellaneous, 4 poetical 
and 10 scientific. 

7. The important original works are noticed briefly in the order of the subjects: — 

Art.— As in the last year only two original works have been registered under this head — 

(a) “ The Artisan's Metallurgical Handbook and Workshop Companion. " 

{6) “ Gilt da risala, " a book on the process of gilding, in Punjabi. 

Siegraphy.—Six books have been registered nnder this head — 

(«) " Tazldra-i-Asar nsh shnara-i-Hanud, " which gives brief biographical notices with 
specimens of Urdu poetry by Hindu writers. Most of the poets arc Kayasths 
of the North-Western Provinces, who have for many generations studied 
Persian and have imitated the Muhammadan writers in Persian and Urdu 
both' in prose and verse, but very few have ever attained to eminence. 

(i) “ Hayat-i-Sa'di, " by Maulawi AJtaf Hnssain, Half. This contains a sketch of the 
life of Sd’df of Sfafraz with a critical review of his works. 

This is the first book of critical and biographical research which has yet appeared 
in Urdu. Half is a writer of note. His poetical works are admired by a large 
number of readers, although he has departed most from the established 
models of oriental poetry. 

(c) " Eiyaz-nl- Anwar,” or the garden of lights, being an account of the life, qualifica- 

tions, piety, and miracles of Shah 'Abdul 'Aziz of Delhi. 

(d) " Tazkira-i-Malika-i-Victoria, '' a life of the Queen-Empress. 

(e) "Waqaya-i-Dilerf," a description of Muhammad Diler Khan, Chief of Korwa, in 

Hyderabad. 

Drama.—Nine original works have been registered under this head — 
fa) " Gulistan-i-Qudrat," or love of the Fairy B4nn and Prince Amjad, 

(i) " Sdng Siyd Suwnmbaro,” or marriage of SitS, 

(c) « Anjam-i-Aiyashf," a facetions drama in which a man and his wife are represented 
to have obtained a thousand dinars for funeral expenses by each reporting the 
death of the other. 

. (d) “Nnr-nd-(lm Hnsn Afroz, ” a dramatic version of a tale from the Arabian Nights. 

(e) ” Oamr-nz-Zaman ” and “ Badfita, ” same as above. 

^Vrfion.— Five orig^al works have been registered under this head, of which the only book 
worth mentioning is the Folk-Tales of Hinddstan in English, written apparently by a native. 

Hutory . — 

(a) Supplement to Books I and II of the "Umdat-ut-Tawdrfkh.” The original work 

was noticed last year; the supplement contains an account of the ten Sikh 
Gurus. 

(5) “ Mnraqqua-i-Dilpizir, ” or a brief account of the Queens of the Mughal Emperors of 
Delhi, with their pictures. 
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(c) Poetical History," or a versified History of India in Urdu, intended for children. 
(rQ " llnnzat>nl-Astia," an Urdn translation of a book named Qisas-nl-Ambia, which 
gives a description of the prophets and their miracles. 

(c) “Waqaya-i-Khilafat-i-Hazrat 'AH,” a description of the Khalifat of 'AH from a 
religious point of view, taken from different works enrrent on the subject. 

{f) “ Shahistan-i-Amarat-i-Ondli," or statistical account of the nobility of Oudh. 

Language. — ^The books usually registered under this head are primers, readers, grammars, 
vocabularies, keys, &c. By far the largest number of school-books come under this head — 

(a) "Faiz-a-Qamus,” n commentary by the late Alanlawi Faiz-ul-Hassan on the preface 
to the well known Arabic Dictionary called the Qamus. It was the practice 
of Persian and Arabic authors to write very erudite prefaces to their works. 
Maulawf Paiz-ul-Hasan's commentary removes n want that used to be felt. 

(5) "Bhdshd Bimarsh," Philology of the dialects of Upper India, by Pandit Mahamalio- 
pndhya Guru Frasdd. The author gives the forms in which Sanskrit words 
have undergone changes in the principal modern dialects .of India; hut his 
want of acquaintance with the comparative system of European pliilologists has 
led him into the error of concluding that the Sanskrit is the oldest language 
in the world. 

(c) "Insha-i-Durra-i-Ghnltan,” a new Persian Letter-writer in the old style. 

(d) " Edv 3 'a Dipika,” a book on Sanskrit Rhetoric, reprinted from a work first published 

in Calcutta. 

(e) " GuHstan-f-Fazflat” — Gives estracts from the Persian with translation and parsing, 

designed for the Mnnsf and Munsi 'Alim candidates of the Punjab University. 
The parsing is introduced with a line or two of ornate and figurative Ian- 
guage. 

" Inshd-{-Gnrmnkhi,” a Letter-writer in Gnrmukhi, giving the forms of address in 
use among the Sikhs. 

{g) „ Chatur Chandrika Pingal," a book on Hindi Prosody. 

Law . — The number of publications under this head shows on increase of two only over 
that of the last yeai^ 

(0) The first 89 pages of “The English Constitution and Government," .by Sheldon 

Amos, M.A. 

(1) “Law Manual, No. 2,” Outlines of the Constitution of the British Government in 

India. 

(c) Compilation of orders of the Government of India on the subject of the personal 
conduct of public oiBceis in their relation to Government, to their subordi- 
nates, and to others. 

The other books imder this head are reprints of Acts, Decisions of Courts, &c. 

Medietne . — ^Theie is a slight increase of number under this head. The books on the Euro, 
pean system of medicine are 41, on the Yundm (Greeco-Ambic) 65, and Hindu 2. 

(a) “ Qurabadin-f-Ralumf,” or Materia Medica. Therapeutics and Pharmacy by Hono- 
rary Surgeon Bahfm Khan, Khdn Bahadur. The author is a medical writer of 
long standing, who has been eontributing to the vernacular medical Hterature 
for more than twenty-five years. 

(5) “Mfzan-i-Tibb," Urdu translation of a Persian book of the same name, and a stan- > 
dard work of the Yunani ^stem. 

Miuellaneous . — One hundred and eight^’-four publications are entered under this head — 

(a) “ Jagat Pursharth, ” or true humanity in the world. The writer makes an indiscri- 
minate onslaught on all sects of the Hindus and on the education given to native 
girls by the missionaries, and he advocates the system of female education 
offered by Krya. Somaj. 

(5) “ Ashy£ ke sabq Hissa-i-awwal,” or Object Lessons ; Part I : Common Things, with 
a full and valuable introduction on the nature, scope, preparation and teaching 
of Object Lessons: by Lala Umrao Singh, M.A., and Lala Munshi-Lal, M.A. 
The book is designed to train young minds how to observe. It is written in a 
clear and elegant style, and as a useful work it has been prescribed by the 
Punjab Text-Book Committee for Normal Schools and the Training College. 

(e) “ Bazm-i-Akhir," the last Company. It gives minutelj’ the details of the occupa- 
tions, amusements and the large number of dishes used by the last two kings of 
Delhi. 

(d) “ The relations of mind and body; their hearings on education," by lY. Bell, M.A., 
Principal, Central Training College, Lahore, y 
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(f) “]3Sl Viv/Ili,” or infnnl-mnrriaf'O. DiECiissions on the subject of early marriage arc 
producing a silent, tlioiigli sure, cliangc in the opinions of lllo people, and 
Ibc time when this great social evil will cease to exist is not very distant. 

(/■) “Bavastba,” or the Utile, a book inculc.ating tlio Hindu prohibition against llio use 
of food (ouclicti by people of other religions or the lowest castes within the 
pale of Hinduism. The writer appears to bo under the impression that be 
uses reasonable arguments. 

Pcetr ^'. — Although the iiunibcr of books under this head is hrge, thcro arc few works of 
re.ll merit — 

(ii) •'Intikhfib.ul-jrnra'f,** or selections from the funeral songs in honour of Hasan and 
Husain, usually recited during the Miiharmm. 

(6) “ Qa'did-i-'Ur-ima,” a poetical account of ^fubammad. 

(e) *'Tafsi'r-i*Sura.i.Yusuf al Mil’ruf ba Qiss!i*i*Yiisuf," or the tale of Joseph, in the 
nistic dialect used by the lilitbaminadans of tbe I’unjab. 

(d) “ LSoni,'” sentimental songs by Sri Niwas Das. 

Polities . — No publication has been registered under this head. 

Fhilotaphj . — There is only one original work— 

"Anck Darslian," or the diflerent systems of Philosophy in tho Punjabi by the late Lfila 
Uitidri Lai. It opens with the Chnruv.ik, or the ancient sceptical system of 
India, which denied the existence of God, the moral sense and the next world ; 
and ends with the doctrine's of the Arya Samdj. The aiilhor simply states 
the doctrines, without any attempt at critical examination.

Science (Xatiiral and other ). — Hooks on Chemistry, Physics and Physical Geography, in- 
tended for schools, have come under this head, and their mimher is small, os these subjects are 
taught in the higher dorses onl}’. 

Voyagei and Travels , — Of tho two Iwoks entered, one is an original work and tho other a 
translation. Tho one, though called Safar Nama, or book of travels, is in reality a description 
of places which an overland traveller may see on bis way to England. Tho other is an Urdu 
translation of the travels of Dr. Bernier.

I am directed to submit the quarterly catalogues of publications registered in this Province 
under Act XXV of 1867 during the year 1886, together with tabular analysis thereof, as pre- 
scribed in Home Department Resolution No. 1-461, dated the 12th September 1SS2. 

2. There were 141 publications registered during tbe year, consisting of 20 European, 
111 vernacular, and 10 biglot works, and comprisiug, according to their subject-matter, 
23 works under the head “Drama,” 5 under “History," 21 under "Language," 1 under 
“ Law,” 23 under “ Slisccllaneous,” 19 under “ Poetry," 4S under “ Religion,” and 1 under 
" Science ” (Mathematical and Mechanical); or, according to another mode of classification, 
31 of an educational and 110 of a non-educational character. 

3. The year under report shows a marked improvement upon the year previous in pub- 
lishing as well as in literary activity, there having appeared 107 original works, 20 rcpuhlica- 
tions and 14 transktions, as compared with 44 original works, 10 rcpuhlications, and 14 
translations in 1885. But the improvement is chiefly due to the outturn of dramaticiil, poetical, 
and miscellaneous works of an ephemeral character. None of the publications of the year call
